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SUMMARY. 

1. Tlie j^ar 1904-05 was a season of general scarcity with a decrease in General 
land revenue of 86 .Jakhs ; it was followed hy a year of varied fortunesj , 
prosperity in Gujard,t being counterbalanced by famine in the Deccan and 
Kamatak. The year under review was one of general prosperity with an 
increase in land revenue collections of over 1 crore. Had the season fulfilled 
its early promise, it would have resulted in a year of bumper crops, but 
owing to the scantiness of the late rains the rahi crops did not realise '' 
anticipations. The food of the people however is not wheat, but the cheaper 
cereals, and the large increase in the area under bajri ensured an ample 
.supply. The favourable character of the season is further exhibited in the crop 
statistics of r^ee, the various pulses and oil-seeds. Still more important is the 
recovery in the extent of the area under cotton in the Deccan districts. It is 
■^irue that, from the point of view of the dwellers in the towns, the substitution of 
ootfculT for food crops and the consequent rise which may he expected in the price 
of grain can hardly he regarded as advantageous, but to the cultivator the cotton 
crop is so much the more valuable that he is certain to make the substitution so 
far as he can. In the districts of Khandesh and Surat the extension of 
the cotton area was followed by an increase in the price of grain, and it 
seems fairly certain tliat the demand from the cotton- growing districts will tend 
to"inorease food prices in those in which cotton is only a minor crop. This 
result however will take time to work out, and during thq year under review 
an increase in prices is nowhere recorded except in the two districts referred to 
above and in the Konkan Colleetorates. In the latter it was the demand from 
Bengal which diverted the supplies of Burmese rice from Ratnagiri and Kolaba 
and cEWL^d the rise in prices. Although however there was no actual increase 
df prices in other districts, yet, except in Gujarfit and Sind where there was a 
fall, they remained at the high level of the year before in spite of increased . 
supplies. The cultivating classes therefore had a prosperous season, particularly 
hj some of the Deccan districts, e.g., in Poona, where the combination of high 
_^ices, high wages and good trade materially improved the condition of the 
;people, and that in spite of a virulent outbreak of plague. Prosperity was 
aecofixpanied by the usual increased consumption of necessaries and also of 
luxuries. Necessaries may be considered to be food, which includes salt, and 
^^lothing. The good harvest assured a sufficient supply of grain and the statistics 
gf the Salt Department exhibit a large increase in consumption per head of 
*. ^o pulaUon over the whole Presidency, while the decreased export of cotton 
■ goods, in combination with a considerable rise in the output of the" mills and an 
’ ^ucreased import of apparel from abroad, shows clearly enough that the people* 
"^'.were better clothed. The rise in the excise receipts and the increased imports 
of jsugar and spices illustrate the extended capacity for indulgence in luxuries 
enjoyed by the g^ople during the year. Particularly deserving of notice is ihe 
high raie of wages which obt&ined especially in Gujarat and ^nd. Except 
in districts such as Ratn%iri where the labour market is alre’^y overcrowded, ' 
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suola a rise in Tvages might have heen confidently anticipates. I’amine and 
" pestilence have diminished the ‘supply of labour and the years that followed 
’the faminJs^ave allowed but small chance of rSoovery. Even without- the 
^competition^’the* mills, a good Season accompanied by a large extension of 
the cultivated area would necessarily • mean ^ rise in the price of labour; 

’ What however is important to note is thattherd seem* no reason to ’anlidipale 
a fall. Excluding the variable factor of immigration, the only* ciroujBf 
stance that can increase the supply of labour is an excess, of the birth-ralte 
over the .death-rate. The statistics however show that^ ±he population, of 
the Presidency has decreased hy 3-J per cent, since 1901 aud there ar^— hC 
presdat no signs of a tendency towards an increase. The labour^*.supply must 
therefore he decreasing rather than increasing. Add to this the ever-widening 
^demand which is being made upon labour hy the expan(^lng industries of the 
country, and it is clear that the price of agricultural labour may he ^expected 
to increase rather than diminish. This fact in conjunction with the easy 
terms on which land can be obtained on the restricted tenure or in pertain 
— parts on special conditions must tend to make non-cultivating land-lords lower 
their rents or part with a portion of their holdings. The number of persons 
cultivating their own holdings and of tenants at a fair rent is therefore likely 
to increase. Such a change has in fact already begun to manifest itself 
in some of the Gujarat districts during the year under review. The general excess 
' of the death-rate over the birth-rate of the Presidency has already 'T)een referred 
to. The statistics for the year 1906-07 are satisfactory in so far that th^ 
number of births is shown to he considerably larger than that xecorcted ifuthS 
previous year. Unfortunately this increase was accompanied by a large rise 
in the death-rate, aud the general relation of the two rates was -maintained. 
The recrndesoance of plague, which took place in the early part of 1907, was 
particularly unfortunate in view of the hopes raised by the decrease of deaths 
from that disease in 1906, while the striking increase in the mortality frorq. 
cholera is ominous. Plague had its usual effect upon the ootroi receipts of 
municipalities, which incidentally afford an interesting illustration of the com- 
parative prosperity of the Northern and Southern Districts. The municipalities 
of Kaira and Ahmedahad shew increased ootroi receipts in spite of the attacks of 
plague, while Bijdpur, though free from the disease during the year, suffered a 
decrease in ootroi revenue. While plague attacked man, rinderpest caused the 
loss of 25,000 cattle. It is regrettable that the cultivator did not prove slTSnaSy i;© 
submit himself as he was to submit his cattle to inoculation ; hut the figure’s for 
Kaira show what local energy can do to aid the cause of inoculation. Tiirnhig 
from agriculture to industry the income tax returns indicate an advance in 
]irosperity. The trade returns for Sind show that the year under review was tffe 
most prosperous ever known, while those for the Presidency exhibit “a. smaj^ 
increase in value over the high figures of the previous year. This increase in 


value however covers an actual decrease in volume, due to a fall in the export 
trade under a few heads. Eighty per cent of the exports of the Presidency is 
monopolised by cotton, raw or manufactured, grain and pulse, and seeds, and the 
fall which occurred iu the total export trade owing to the drop in the exporffe • 
under the single head of Grain and Pulse shows how seriously even the parWl* 
failure of the monsoon affects the trade of the Presidency. The increase however 
ip the exports under the minor heads such as Metals, Iffides and Skins, Gums* • 
and Eesins, etc,, Vhich are not affected by the monsoon, will if continued tend 
greatly to increase the general stability of trade. Industrially the year was 
marked hy the establishment of a ntunber of small factories fT^ the supply of 
local wants, particularly iu Kanara, which, though only in their infancy aip 
^present, are eviclmce of a growing desire supply the needs of the ^Presidency 
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• from the Presidency itself instead of through foseign trade. Any such tendency n 
is hoiflid to he materially aided by tie steady though naturally slow advance • 
which is being made in the iMi’ection of satisfying the demand for techWal and* . 
industrial education. The increased and inoriasing expenditni’S^pon these and 
•sihiilar 'educational objects is a marked, feature of the last few years. Th§ year* < 
ulidet feview eshihils an gdyancje in ajl directions save in primary education, and •'* 

probable that hut for the interposition of plague there would have been an

3.* His Excellency the Governor left Victoria Terminus, Bombay, on the His EsoBlioncr 
4th April 1906 and proceeclfid to Mahableshwar arriving there at 11 a.m. on "^oyemeins.^^ ^ 
the 5th April. His Excellency left Mahableshwar md Wathar on the 4th 
May and after visiting Gokik and Kolhdpur returned to Mahableshwar on the 
l6th May. On the 11th June Hia Excellency left Mahableshwar and arrived 
at Ganeshkhip.d on the 13th June vid Mahad, Nata, Valsura, Raygad, Nizampurj 
Sandosi, Kowla Pass, Dapsar, Sonapur, Gholapghar and Khadakhwasla. On'

4, "Hiirin^hg month of Eehruary the Bombay Presidency was visited by 
His Rlaiesty the ‘Amir of Afghanistan in the oonrse of tour through' India 'during- 
• which he was entertained as a guest of th& Government of India. His Majesty 
arrived in Bombay on the 12th Eehruary 1907 and was received at the Victoria 
Terminus hy His Excellency the Governor, His Excellency the Oommander-iSi-* 
Chief of His Majesty’s Naval Forces in the East Indies, the Lieutenant-General 
Comraandihg Western Command, and hy the principal Civir, Naval, Milita^ 
and Eoyal Indian Marine Ofldcers in Bombay. Soon after his arrival, Pfis 
Majesty paid a visit to His Excellency the Governor. In the *evening His 
3Iajesty was entertained at a State Banquet. 


On the following day, the 13th February 1907, His Majesty visited the 
North fort at Colaba and witnessed some heavy gun practice, and' in the 
afternoon was present at the Mahalaxmi Pace- course. 

The Amir in the afternoon of the 14th visited H. M. S. “ Hermes ’’ a.nri 
H, M. S. “ Diadem ” under a salute of 31 guns. He was shown all over the 
“ Hermes ” and then went to the “Diadem” where he exploded a mine and 
fired a torpedo. In honour of the occasion the warships in the harbour were 
illuminated. On his leaving the ships, another salute of 31 guns was fired. '

His Majesty arrived at Karachi at 1 p. m. on the 27th Fehraaiy and was 
met by the Commissioner in Sind and the principal Civil and Military officials 
In the afternoon, after a visit to Manora Point and to the Zoological Gardansr 
he drove to the Cantonment Pailway Station and. left at 7 p. m, by special train-^s 
for Sukkur en route to Lahore. ,

, In Sarachi also plague was prevalent throughout the year, becoming 
epidemic from March to May. There were 2,737 oases and 2,525 deaths in all 
compared with 2,592 cases and 2,234 deaths in the preceding year. 

jAden remained free from plague during the year. 

The districts and agencies most seriously affected were Ahmedahad, Kaira, 
Poona, Satara, Kdthiawdr, Kolhapur and Southern Maratha Country States. » 

Plague occurred to a less extent in every other district and Political Agency 
except Bijapur, Larkhdna, Upper Sind frontier, Thar and Parkar, Khairpur, 
Outoh, Savantvddi, Janjira, Akalkot and Sdvanur which remained almost free 
, from tSe disease. 

The orriy Railway Medical Inspection post was the in Karachi Cantonment 
Station which was opened early in the month of February and closed at the end 
of May 1907. 

Sea Inspection under the Venice Sanitary Convention Regulations continued 
on the same lines as in the preceding years. Measures for the destruction of 
-^ats on vessels hound for foreign ports were undertaken and the ports of Bom- 
bay^KaratJhi and Aden were each provided with a Clayton apparatus for the 
purpose. 

The inoideuce of the disease among Europeans was as follows : — 

Bombay City 12 cases 6 deaths during the year under report compared with 
18 cases 4 deaths in the previous year, in the mofussil 23 cases 11 deaths com- 
pared with 1 case 1 death last year. 

A new- scheme for facilitating and encouraging inoculation with the plague 
prophylactic in the districts of the mofussil was sanctioned by Government in 
July 1906 and leaflets explaining the advantages of inoculation were also widely 
distributed in the mofussil. The scheme for poj)ularising inoculation amongst 
low-paid Government servants and their wives and children by tbe grant of small 
pipney 'TSwards was continued.

In sympathy with the improved agricultural oonditiftus which obtained in 
" the British districts there was a marked improvement in the position of the 
Native States during the year il906-1907, an improvement moreover which 
was geiieral and not confined, as in the previous year, to Kathiawlr and 
the Gujarat States. Only from Janjira does there come any complaint ^.gainst 
the characier of the season, and from the fall in the trade receipts, the diminish- 
ed revenue from land and dbkdri and the restricted expanditura it would 
eartainly seem that the State did not share in the improvement experienced by 
the others. This is, as might naturally be expected, more marked in the , 
case of the Northarn than the Southern States ; for the former, had already 
' experienced a meed of prosperity in the previous year, while the latter were 
still fighting against adversity. In nearly all the States returning prosperity isf" 
accompanied by the usual phenomena of a rise in revenue, a decrease in^me 
and in the amount of stolen property, and increased expenditure, particularly 
upon Public Works. The South Konkan States and the Sdtara Jaghirs api)ear 
to have been somewhat less benefited by the season than the others, as Janjira 
and Savantvadi experienced a decrease in revenue, while expenditure was 
restricted in the Sdtiira Jdghirs. Practically all the States show a rise ill 
expenditure upon Medical Relief which may be due to either an, unhealthy 
season or greater liberality. The general rise in the death-rate seems to point 
to the former as the real cause. The statistics of births and deaths, however, 
are in very many cases altogether untrustworthy,, e. f/., in that of Cnfcoh 
with a birth-rate jier mille of 16 and a death rate of 14, of Palanpur with rates 
of 23 and 19, and of Ehairpur with rates of 9'2 and 16 respective^/* .The 
number of deaths from plague decreased, but the scourgo fell heavily upomtSe 
. Main Kclntha as did cholera upon the Southern Mairitha States. In a year of 
comparative prosperity it is somewhat strange to find a general rise in the 
number of schools accompanied by an ec^ually general fall in the number oi 
scholars ; but prosperity means a demand for labour, with the res«lt thai.

7. Survey work proceeded as usual in the three Divisions, Sind and the 
Southern Mahratta States. A large proportion of the survey and settlement 
work of the Tdlukdilri Estates was completed by the measurement and classifica- 
tion of the Sanand and Dholka villages.

Division consisted chiefly of the measurement of land taken up for roads 
canals, and the breaking up of large survey numbers.

^Southern Divisions were infinitesimal. All the Siad districts share in the 
improved figures. The only district to show any considerable falling off is

Talukdari Settlement Officer had 5.59 estates under his charge. The season was uimei.- 
not satisfactory and only 74 per cent, of the total revenue could be collected Government 
in addition to arrears of takavi and loans. The inquiry into the circumstances 
of the particular estates initiated last year was completed and action is being 
■tjaken upon the information thereby obtained. One result lias been the appoint- 
ment of an officer on special duty for debt settlement, whose investigations have 
resulted in Satisfactory settlements in several oases, noticeably in those of the 
Latifkhanji and Gamph. Estates. Considerable progress was also made in the 
debt settlement of Minors’ Estates, ■ tliat in the case of the Ranpur Estate 
amounting to under 7 per cent, of the total claim. The system of leasing 
estates to outsiders is progressing slowly owing to the difficulty experienced in 
Ql;itainrCs' satisfactory leases. Negotiations however are in progress which will,

11. Two Acts only were passed during 'the year, the first of which, called isgisiation.* 
the “Sind Courts Amendment Act,” was inteuded to strengthen the final 
-Ajipellaft© Court for Sind and amalgamate it with, the District Court of Kardchi, 

while the second, called the " Mamlatdars’ Courts Act,” modified the jurisdic- 
tion and procedure of Mamlatdars’ Courts, among other things limiting their 
jurisdiction to agricvklturcil lands. Bills further to amend the Dekkhan Agrioul- 
lurisfs’ Relief Act, 1879, the City of Bombay Improvement Act, 1S98, and 
, the Bombay Tramways Act, 1874, were introduced. 

12. Reorganization was the key-note of the year, including as it did police- 
the re-grading of the superior ranks of the force from Superintendents to Sub- . 

' Inspectors, the amalgamation of the Police on the G. I. P. and S. M. Railway* 
anjl the establishment of the Training School at Poona. Otherwise the year was 
not remarkable. There was an all-round improvement in the effioianoy of -fjlie 
Bombay Police, the percentage^ of recovery of stolen property and of oonviotions 
Obtained having improved considerably, whilo the decrease in punishments was 
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irell inaintainecL The same remarks apply tO the Mofussil ancLEailway Police, , 
the improvement in shooting being particnjarly noticeable compared vith the 
aomewhai poor results of last year. Thejise in the number of rewards and the- 
decrease in the ^number of punishments is also eminently satisfactory The 
record of the Sind Police is hardly so good, the shooting being inferior "and the 
proportion of punishments 'rising to 36 per cent, In one district. Iil neither the 
Sind nor Presidency Police, hoivever, does tliere seem to be any tendency^ towards 
the attainment of a higher standard of education, 28 per cent, of the offic5r|' 
being still unable to read or write. Oomiug to the actual figures of cases, tjiere 
is little difference between those of this and last year, Tho proportion of esclryj::, 
ed cases, however, decreased, while there is a fall of 66 in the number of 
complainiEs declared to be false. The percentages of convictions obtained, 

-acquittals and undetected oases remain much the same, bmt the amount of stolen 
property is still well below the average of the past few years. 

13. The G-overnment male workhouse received 141 inmates, an increase of 5 
upon last year. Employment was found for 44 of them. The total espejjcliture 
under the Act decreased by Rs. 45,000, Last year’s figures, however, were ' 
altogether exceptional. 

14. The increase in the figures of persons killed by wild animals is due 
chiefly to a couple of man-eating panthers in KTasik and Kanara which killed 

.12 persons between them. Tigers in Elnara accounted for 6 deaths and 
wolves in Sholapur for 17. The Sind wolves killed no less than 5,492 cattle out 
of a total number of 7,961. Ratnagiri, followed at a respectful distance by-* ’ 
Hyderabad, accounted as usual for over 20 per cent, of the deaths ^m Snake 
bite. To a total a7nount of Rs. 3,200 spent in rewards Kanara contributed , 
Es. 974. Licenses for crop protection fell in number by nearly 60 per cent. 

16. The total number of offences shows a small rise of about 1 per cent,, 
which calls for no comment, It is however noticeable that crimes of violence 
such as rape, robbery and daooity have increased in number. The statistics for 
the various classes of cases form interesting reading and show the trivial nature 
of the great majority of the cases brought to trial. Thus nearly 29 per cent, of 
the total numbers of persons dealt with under the Penal Code were charged 
under the three heads of hurt, mischief and criminal intimidation, insult and 
annoyance, the percentage of persons convicted of these offences amounting to 
under 7 per cent. The statistics relating to fines give rise to the same dStnment, 
when it is seen that no less than 97|- per cent, of the total number of fines 
are under Es. lO. The number of whippings shows a further rise aftSr the 
increase of last year. They were inflicted in tho majority of cases, for theft. 

It is noticeable that in trials conducted with the aid of assessors the JudgG 
disagreed in toto with their opinion in 21 per cent, of the cases. *■ 

16. The increase in the number of j)risoners was small, amounting to only 
just over 1 per cent., and no special causes need be sought for. The number of 
juveniles shows a further small decrease, but out of 14-3 juveniles those sentenced'" 
tea month’s imprisonment and under were no less than 10 1. The Linger, 

Impression Bureau improved its figures of detection by over 11 percent," Tj^^n" 

statistics show clearly enough the evil influence of habitual criminals, and it is' 
hoped that the efforts which are being made to separate them from the casuals- 
will he successful. The special classes at Thana and Lharwdr have proved 
successful. The Mark system, is now generally understood and every year the 
figures of qualification under its provisions increase. The health of J>riaoners 
was hardly s# good as last year, the ratio of deaths per mille increasing Isy over 
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• 4^ to 21 '8. Eyeu so, lioweroi’, the death-ratp per mille Is 14 less tliau tlie 
ayers-^e death-rate for the Fresideii^jy. Plague.and eliolera account for the rise 
in the numbers ^of admissions to hospitals. The figures for jail industiies oal> 
for m? comments, but it may be noted that ,tbe increase ir» Jhe price of food 
raised the cost of maintenance per head by oyer 7 per cent. ' * 

\ *17. * The total numlSer of suits instituted shows a fall of about 7 per oent, 
>*uduch is attribrrted to the extension of the Dekkhan Agriculturists’ Relief Act to 
the whole of the Presidency. This conclusion is confirmed by the decrease in 
‘ the’number of suit^of Rs. oOO and under and also in the sales of immoyeable 
*^'operty. An outburst of litigiousuess raised the percentage of contested 
suits from 2^ to 37 with a resulting increase in duration and a smaller number 
of disposals. As however was remarked last year, the further extension of the 
Rekkhau Agriculturists’ Relief Act with its elaborate procedure has resulted in 
■ a considerable oougestiou of work especially among the Lower Courts. The 
number of appeals shows a further tendency to rise. The futility of a great 
propojition of the litigatiou iudulged in is demonstrated by the fact that in 
respect of 66 per cent, of the applications for exeoution the creditor obtained no 
satisfaction" whatever. The number of judgment -debtors imprisoned shows a 
decrease of 35 per cent, and sales of immoveable property a decrease of 20 per 
cent, as compared with the figures of the previous year. 


Civil Juatiee. 


18. Tife figures of transfer and disposal are almost identical with those oh Exeoution of 
last year. Bad seasons still delay the execution of decrees. The future will Civil courta by 

■ pro.biibl^«ee a general diminution in the figures of transfer as the Dekkhan loepartoent. 
Agriculturists’ Relief' Act has uow been extended to the entire Presiclenoy and 
experienceiin Khandesh shows that with the successful working of the Act goes 
a decrease in the number of suits for execution. Sales of land realised smaller 
prices than last year, but it may be noted that while in the hTorthera and 
, Central 'Divisions Government land fetched a higher price than alienated laud, 
the oonvei’se is the ease in the Southern Division.

19, The total number of registrations remains practically stationary, Hegiatoation 
increases in seventeen districts being counterbalanced by decreases in the other 

ten. The statistics of sales and mortgages shew an increase of 21 per cent, in 
the former and a doorease of 18 per cent, in the latter, which is attributed, 
thou«l},.how far correctly it is difficult to .say, to the fact that the savkiir is 
'converting mortgages into sales with the object of escaping the operation of 
the Dekkhan Agriculturists’ Relief Act.. It might have been expected that this ' 
increase in the number of sales would have been aooompanied by a corresponding 
increase in the number of registered leases as the Siivkar usually re-lets the land 
^oughi to its original owner. There is, however, an actual decrease in the class 
*of leases, and it seems highly probable that the savkdr is taking to verbal in 
preference to registered leases in order to save himself the trouble of registration. 

As was anticipated, the class of optional leases shews a further decline as the 
^exemption becomes more generally known. 

\l , number of registrations in the four districts in which the Hegistiation 

* Whole of the Dekkhan Agriculturists’ Relief Act is in force shews a general of fsvaf 
^ .increase of 141 per cent. This result is ascribed in Poona and Satara to the- 

s ' good harvest which induced the savkars to open their putses and in Ahmed- 
nagar to the bad harvest which forced the ryots to raise money on their 
land. The number- of sales aud mortgages have increased pari passu, ^the 
former by 1(3 per cent,, the latter by 21 per^jent. The number of bonds shews 

• a recoverv which may possibly be ascribed to better agricultural conditions. • 
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The comparative statistics' of transactions Ifetween agri culturists and agricul- 
tnrists and of those bettveen agriculturists aiid savktirs are notoriously unreliable 
and no .sdfe deductions can be drawn from the majority of the former over the 
latter class. Eeoe^jtly, however, s^eps have been taken for introducing a better 
system of classification, the effect of which will be observable in future ststistioa. 

r21. The number of Joint Stock Oompanies’inerea^ed by over 10 fie/ cent.', 
52 new Companies being registered during the year, Most of them, however ,p 
are only petty concerns with small capital as is evidenced by the fact that the^ 
combined capital of 45 of them was only just over one ororg. ^ The amouuf of 
registration fees is reduced in consequence. 

22. The average of meetings and attendance shows a still further decline 
‘ill round. The favourable season enabled large eolleotiOns of arrears to be 
made in the Central and Southern Divisions amounting to some 3 lakhs in 
either case. In spite however of the large collections expenditure decreased 
slightly, resulting in increased balances which in no case fell below the prevailed 
minimum. This is a distinct improvement upon last year," The rccenforders 
of the Government of India directiug the invariable collection of Dooal Fund 
will prevent such fluctuations in the future. The features of the year are the 
increase of over 1 lakh in expenditure on Education and the experiments made 
in Industrial Education in the Southern Division. 


^ 23. The Municipality has every reason to he satisfied with its financial 
position at the end of 1906-1907. The income was the highest yet recorded : the^ 
increases took place in the principal, not in the adventitious sources of" income, 
while the permanent increase is reckoned at not less than 4 lakhs of rupees and 
his after a similar advance of 5 lakhs in the previous year. Last year’s deficit 
was wiped out and the year ended with a surplus of over Rs. likbs. This 
result was obtaiued without any increase in taxation and is eloquent proof 
of the advancing prosperity of the city. It is at the same time satisfactory" 
to notice that hygienic conditions, though still bad, are gradually improving, 
ihe census of^ 1906 affords some interesting information on this point. It 
shows that the increase in population since the census of 1901 is 26 per cent 
with a total population of 977,822. The Increase is in part due to the return of 
those residents who were absent in 1901 on account of plague. The rate of 
mortality though it reached the high figure of 54*07, is still the lowe,st mcmrded 
since 1S9 7. Against this, however, must be set a birth-rate of only 2 1 ■ 24, thou o'!! ' 
'the number of births is the highest yet recorded. The conclusion seems to be 
that the incmase m the population of Bombay is due chiefly to the large floating 
population of mill-hancls, dock labourers, etc., which have swarmed into the citi

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• rf3auses was restrid;ecl howeyer to the' districts of Bijapur, Dharwar, Eatnagiri and 
Kolaha. Though the Northern Divi^on suffered to a eeriain estent from plague, 
agricultural conditions were fairly satisfactory, with tho result of -a '’general • 
inoreas.e in the receipts from octroi. Sind too gscaped both pl§.gpe and famine 
and there is conseq^uently an increase in receipts from all sources. Decrfeased * 
reaeipis matufally inrolve decreaSed ex;^3nditiire. It iS noticeable however that 
in the case of particular f)ivisions the decrease in expenditure is in inverse 
r'a^i^ to the fall in receipts, the Northern Division showing expenditure decreas- 
ed hy, 3 lakhs and the Southern Division hy only Es. 30,000. The financial 
pp^tion of the Boards in the Northern mu.st be much stronger than that of those 
in the Southern Division. The Sind Municipalities have reserved the savjngs 
for their balances. Over 3 Idkhs of rupees were paid off on loan account. 

« 

- 23. Compared with the last few years the operations of the Trust were con- Bombay 

siderahly restricted owing to the smaE number of properties which it was found 
possible to acquire, amounting to 70 compared with an average of between two 
and Jthrae hundred. Vigorous progress however was made in the various schemes 
though the Gowalia Tank Scheme is causing considerable anxiety on account of 
the subsidence in Gibb’s Eoad. A satisfactory featnre of the year’s work is the 
rapidly approaching completion of the six blocks of chauds at Imamwada with 
jiheir accommodation for 15,000 labourers. Various difhculties interfered with 
the progress of the Police Accommodation Schemes. Tire confidence of the 
public in tho Board was shown by the fact that the 20 lakh loan was more than 
three times over subscribed while the rate of accepted tenders was Es. 100-13-9. 

The nifml^^of acquisitions by amicable settlement declined from 50 to 19 per 
cent., while of 60 references to tho Tribunal of Appeal 10 were decided against 
the Board. 


26. There is a satisfactory decrease in the figures of European seamen sent Marine, 
home distressed or relieved, but the increase under the head of desertions shew 
that the class of seamen is hardly improving. The smaller number of Native 
seamen shipped is accounted for by the falling off in the number of foreign 
vessels calling at the port. Improved trade conditions at Aden are reflected in 
the very large increase iu the number of Native seameu. 


27. The receipts of the Bombay Port Trust exceeded last year’s record Port Trusts .- 
figures •Ijy more than 3 Mkhs, The Eeseiwe fund now amounts to over half KaraoWaijn 
a'drore. The improvement in revenue was due t(3 the largely increased imports 

of cpal^ind exports of mang.anese ore. At Karachi the year was fully up to the ■ 
average in spite of a large decrease under the head of the staple article of 
esiport, viz. wheat, which was counterbalanced hy the large increase in 
imports^ exceeding those of any previous year. At Aden receipts recovered 

something of last year’s fall. 

« 

28. Tho year has been marked by steady progress, the number of Co-operativo * 
Societies having increased from 30 to 69. Of these, Ahmedahad, Dharwdr and socieHes. 
Belgaum claim 33. There are only 4 districts which have no Societies estah- 

ff^hed in them. All the Societies have been working well, and it is satis- 
factory to note that deposits are well ahead of Government loans in the 
, ifljural Societies. The generally low average of loans and the short periods for . 

“which the money is lent show that they are reaching the right people. Eate^ 
of interest vary of course according to the locality, being fairly high in the 
Deccan and low in Gujardfc. Eecoveries have been as good as could he ex- 
pected. .The great difficulty at^ present is tfa.o want of capital, which cramps 
fhe progress of some S(»cieties. 
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29. The season was*^ distinctly more favourable than in the preceding' 
three years. As a result the Igss in the ^rea cropped was recovered with an 
• increase' of 9 per cent, in the net cropped are^ and of 4§ per cent, in the 
area cropped qjope than once.. This increase was general ^ in the., whole 
'' Presidency and Sind and not confined to any partionlar districts. Tile* cause 
of the increase is4o he fo\ind in the fa'/ourahle*'early^rains 'Which, fes-ultacl in'un 
excellent kharif harvest. It is true that there is a decline in the a^ea under 
jowari, hut it was more than counterbalanced hy the remarkable increase 
in the area under hairi, which in the Deccan andKarna'tak greatly exceeded the 
average, and also hy the general extension of paddy and wlieat cultivation i-tith 
inciieases of 2 and 32 per cent, over the previous year. The area under wheat, 
however, is still 20 per cent, below the average, Synchronoos with the exten- 
i sion under the last two crops were the expansion of the ar&a cropped with pulses 
owing to the favourable kharif rains, and a 9 per cent, increase under oil seeds. ^ 
This latter increase, however, is confined to Sind, the area in the Presidency 
showing a small deeline. The increase in the cotton area was general, except in 
Gujarat, Bij'apur and Sind. The decline in the irrigated^ area which Eas been . 
going on for the last 7 years was arrested to a small extoiit, hut the total of 6^ 
la'khs of acres is still greatly below the normal of 8 la'khs. The area irrigated 
hy wells comprises 62| per cent, of the total, but there is a fall of 3 per cent, 
compared with last year. The number of pakka built wells for irrigation isr 
^ steadily increasing. , 

30. Tl;e comparatively favourable nature of the season enabled experitiaen|;s 
to be conducted with far greater assurance than has been possiblirTos some 
years. Of individual experiments the most important is the series which 
has resulted in the production of the improved Surtee-Broach variety oE 
cotton, the product of which is calculated to be 10 to 12 per cent, more valu- 
able than that of the existing variety. The other cotton experiments have so 
far produced only negative results, though these are in many eases valuable. 
The distribution of seed selected from the best fields was continued, but 
is not meant to be maintained permanently on these lines. "The efforts 
of the Department for the improvement of cotton seed are being concen- 
trated on plant to plant selection, cross-fertilisation and hybridisation. 
Seed distribution is likely to be confined to the introduction of superior 
established varieties from one part of the country to the other, During tlie 
year Broach cotf on was successfully introduced into parts of Dharwar. ^The*^ 
Egyptian cotton in Sind was attacked by boll-worm and fared badly. Of 
the remaining experiments those upon rubber trees are interesting as opening „ 
out the prospect of a new industry before the cultivator, w^hile from the 
scientific no less than from a purely agricultural point of view the i;gsults"of 
the e-xperiments upon manures are highly important as throwing new light 

upon the questions of soil exhaustion and the various problems connected 
therewith. 

31, The total amount of advances under Act XII of 1884 shows a '"largo 
increase of nearly 50 per cent. This increase is due chiefly to the Remand., 
from the Belgaum, Ahmednagar, Poona, Bijapnr and ShoUpur districts whiclf 

^ suffered severely from scarcity in the year 1905-1900. There was a considerable 
falling off in Die demand in Gujarat and Sind, owing to the conditions of, ' 
prosperity whicli prevailed in the previous year. The amount of advances^ 
imder Act XIX of 1883 shows a slight falling off from the figures of 1905-1996. 

_ 32. The famine of 1900 wrought such consj^derahle havoc among the stock 
animals of the Presidency that the experiment lately started in Ahmednagar 
ef providing yilkges with their own stock bull by the aid of ,^akdvi will 
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•Le watched with great interest. Thirty-foui; Tillages have so far been 
provided in this way. The inana%anien.t of the Northoote Oattle Tarm at 
Chharodi will shortly, witli^ the consent of the trustees, be transferied to * 

Q-overJiiaent. . The number of mares coTerei by Governmeijt .stallions shows 

a forthe’V satisfactory increase. ^ .

33. Plague effectualTy put a stop to the Ahmedabad Horse and Oattle I’airsandaliows. 
StCfiv. A fifth Oattle Show was started at Surat. The Sholapur Cattle Show 
recovered itself, entries being nearly trebled. Theotlier three Shows also evince * 
inereased popularity? * 

Sfi. Ther» monsoon of 1906-07 was in pleasing contrast to that of* the Meteorology, 
previous year. The latter was characterised by lateness and weakness ; in the ^ 
year under report tJie monsoon broke on the normal date and though somewhat 
weak at the outset soon increased in strength with the final result of a large 
excess ov*er normal in practically all the districts of the Presidency, ranging 
from 2Jjo 46 per cen^. in July. The heavy rain continued through August and 
■ well into September, the only districts suffering from defect being the Konkan 
and West Hfeccan. Even here however the final defect , was only 16 per cent, 
in comparison with one of 68 por cent, for the previous year. 

-• 36. A study of the comparative statistics of prices and wages for the year 

under report discloses no ground for holding that there was any connection , 
between their fluctuations. The price of laboin* was governed by demand tempered 
by cuatojg,torWhiIe the price of food depended upon the combined action of local 
and extraneous demands for it. In Gujardt high wages and low' prioes prevailed 
universally gxeept in Surat where prioes were high. The high wages are the result 
of a ahortago of. labour due to famine and plague, the competition of the mills, the 
extension of cultivation and the conversion of the labourer into the petty farmer. 

Low prioes are due to the good season. In Surat the extension of ootton cultiva- 
tion induced high prices for grain. In the Deccan districts wages remained at the 
high level of the previous year in spite of a general fall in jn’ices ; the causes of 
high wages noted above in the case of Gujarat were active, with the additional 
attraction of the Bombay labour market. The prices of the cheaper kind of 
grain fell, hut that of rioe rose to a certain extent. In the Konkan prices rose a 
little, but wages remained stationary. In the Karniitak there was a slight fall in 
the ;^rlc«s of the cheaioer kinds of grains at Dhdrwar and Belgaum, but in Bijapur a 
rise 5n prices may possibly bo clue to a diminution of stocks. Wages remained 
stationary except in Dharwar where the rate increased by about 50 per cent. 

* This is accounted for by the competition of the raining industry for labour, 
la. Sind as in Gujardt wages rose and prices, except that of rice, fell. The 
-increas? in the demand for labour, the decrease of supply clue to the exodus of 
Srai'Yari labourers to their own country, and the ravages of fever account for the 
rise in wages, while the general fall in prices must he attributed to the good, 
season. The enormously enhanced exports of rice raised the price consider- 
ably.* On the whole the condition of the labouring classes may he put 
.down 8.S excellent in Gujarat and Sind, good in the Deccan and in the 
*&arnatak, and moderate, only, in the Konkan, whero, however, relief is largely 
obtained by emigration to Bombay.

36. The scale of pay for Dejpnty and Assistant Oonserv^btors was raised Forests, 
dujiing the year by the Government of India. The total area of forest 
remained much the same as last year though the transfer of the Kolitba Division 
from tbe Southern to the Northern Circle involved changes in th^ir respective 
areas. In Sind the river eroded 31 square miles but added 25 square miles 
B 1086-sfc4s * • 
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in the form of accretions. "Working results were generally good, natural ' 
reproduction heing generally excellent everywhere except in the Satpudas of 
'Bast and West Khandesh. The area of forest fir eS;^ however, i^early doubled in 
Sind and increased hy B per cent, in the Central Circle. There was a gjeneral 
increase in prosecutions except in the Central Circle. The proportion df jlrose- 
cntions to compouiided cases ranged fronl^S per ’cent, pn the '’case of '’Sind'tC' over 
23 per cent, in the Northern Circle. Einancial results were most satisfactory, 
the Northern Circle showing an increased surplus of over 2^ lakhs. ^ 

" iianufacfereE " 'The year J 90S-1907 was a year of promise in tha^ its industrial re'oord 
and industries, geems to shew that the Bombay merchant is growing alive to the fcicf 
that there are other industries than cotton worthy of exploitaticws. It is true 
.. that the building of cotton mills, weaving and spinning sheds, ginning factories 
and godowns proceeded no less actively than in former years, but the now sugar, 
fibre, soap and other factories which made their appearance, though of course ' 
only in the experimental stage at present, afford reasonable ground for" expecta- 
tion that aided by the Swadeshi movement their numbcij.’ will inoreq^e and 
■ induce other pioneers to break into paths of industry hitherto unlroddon. 
One of such industries lately opened up is that of Manganese mining which 
already employs nearly l,40O men in the Pan eh Mahals and promises' to 
considerably modify conditions in that somewhat arid district. There are hopes 
in the same direction for Ratnagiri, licenses for exploration having been*” 
"applied for dming the year, while similar applications have been received in 
Dharwar, Eelgaum and Bijapnr. The gold mines of the former district 
were hardly so pjvosperous as was expected. Simultaneously with tiiw^opcniug 
out of new industries come attempts to save the old from extinction and 
the prophecy of failure made in the report for last year seems Hkely to be 
falsified, at any rate in Ratndgiri where the hand weaving industry soenas to 
have received an impetus from the introduction of an improved loom. 

38. The year 1906-07 was from the commercial point of view generally 
prosperous, and though under various heads of imports and exports decreases 
are found, the figures of last year were fairly well maintained, a total increase 
of 2 lakhs being recorded in the private sea-borne trade of tho Presidency, while 
in Karachi the year was the most prosperous ever known, with an increa,se of 
22 per cent, upon the figures of the previous year and of 6 per cent, upon the 
r last record year. 

Bombay. " trade of Bombay and the trade of the Presidency are practically 

synonymous terms, and the condition of the trade of Bombay, though* it In- 
creased in value, was hardly so satisfactory as last year. Excluding the variable 
factor of Treasure it will be seen that, discounting an almost universal rise m 
prices, exports exhibit an actual decline in quantity of 9 per cent., while imporfS 
have increased by only 2| per cent. Of imports by far the most important 
faefovs are comprised under “ Articles Manufactured and Partly Manufactured ” 
which constitute 61 per cent, of the total. Under this head the competit^n ot 
the Continent and the Ear East with India for Twist and Tarn and 'Woollens 
resulted m largely decreased imports, while in Cotton Piece-goods tho large 
increase in the import of Greys in spite of a rise in prices and the increased" 

. production of the local mill, is counterbalanced by heavy decreases in Whites 
and Coloureds, ^he drop, however, in the price of Sugar at home resulted in an" ' 
inorease in imports of over 12 per cent., practically all contributed by Germany, 
while the figures under the head Liquors, though shewing a decrease from last year, 
are a full average of the quinquennial period. The most satiafaotory feature 
however, of the import statistics is the larger development of the trade in Metals^ 
and Manufaetjes of Metals, which is spread oyer all the sub-heads |nd testifies 
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•to the industrial* progress of the Presidency. Particularly interesting are the 
recovea^y under Iron which had shfcwn a tendency to he displaced Steel, 
and the large ad^iance of lahhs itnder Machinery and Mill-worh,.* The * 
increase of 49 per cent, in the import of Goal* from abroad alict simultaneously 
of*23-J per cent, in imports from^ Calcutta forms a further remarkable testimony 
to’inchaStrial ’progress. 33igh prices ajju European competition for these pro- 
dnots account for the fall in E/aw Cotton and Silk. The export trade has 
STjifered all round, Eoreign Merchandise having declined hy 19-^ lakhs and 
Indian Produce and Manufactures hy nearly 3 orores or 6^ per .cent, A 
great proportion of fhe loss under the first of the two heads is due to the troubles 
in Persia resulting in decreased imports into that country. Under the head of 
Indian Produce and Manufactures the bulk of the trade is absorbed by a few 
items ; hence the heavy decline under the heads of Cotton Twist and Yarn, Grain 
- and Pulse, and Opium could not be balanced by the increases in the case of the 
less impottant items. The fall in the exports of Yarns is due to the glutting of 
the Chinese market which occurred last year. The decline, however, in those 
of Clotffis not wholly unsatisfactory when it is conisidered that production by 
the local mills has increased as it points to increased consumption within the 
country itself; the stationary position of the exports of Eaw Cotton in 
spite of high prices in America points '_to the same conclusion. The j)artial- 
?failure of the monsoon in the wheat-producing districts accounts for the enormous 
drop of 86 per cent, in wheat exports and it is possible that the partial substitution . 
of Bengal for Malwa opium has a great deal to do with the fall of 50 per cent, 
rtnder thgjiead of opium. The figures of distribution are interesting on account 
of the remarkable advance made by Germany which is now well ahead of other 
European oojantries. The position of the British Empire shews a slight falling off, 
as does the percentage of British tonnage engaged in foreign trade which fell from 
70 per cent, to 69 per cent. The Band Trade exhibits a decline both in quantity 
and value from last year, hut anadvauoeof 11 and 12 per cent, respectively over 
the average of the last quinquennial period. A fall of 53 lakhs in the Local 
Trade accotmts for the decrease from the previous year as the External Trade 
shews increases of volume in imports and of value in exports. The great 
fall in the price of Metals caused a decrease in the value of imports in spite of 
the increased quantity. There were large increases under the heads of Coal, 
Oil-seeds and Sugar, and a large decline under Pood-grains. Exports, while 
declihfag in quantity, increased by 1 per cent, in value, with large increases 
in Eerosine, Wheat and Cotton Piece-goods and decreases in Sugar, Provi- 
sions, Metals and Gunny Bags and Cloth. The Local Trade shews a general 
decline all round except under the heads of Metals and Dyes and Tans. 

Thu advance in imports at Karachi was 10 per cent, and in exports 
less than 37 jier cent. Good crops in Sind and the Punjab combined with a 
good ‘rainfall were the oaiises which brought about these satisfactory results. 
Under the head of Imports, those of sugar, oils, and cotton piece-goods all are 
ihe liighest yet known, though strangely enough greys shew a large decline 
in contradistinction to the rise exhibited in the imports to Bombay, while whites 

coloured on the other hand shew record figures. The re-exports of foreign 
merchandise increased all round except that of kerosine oil, especially under 
tjie head of wool with a 13 per cent, increase and cotton piece-goods with an . 

’ increase of 44 per cent, in quantity and 62 per cent, in value. Wheat, th^ 
stabile export of the Karachi trade, recovered 19 per cent, of last year’s decrease, 
hut is still 41 per cent, below the record of 1904-1905. The United Kingdom 
absorbs, practically the whole trade. There was a remarkable expansion 
Tn the rice trade, ‘quadrupling the shipments ' of any previous year, 
while the ^favourable cotton seasc^i. in Sind compensated fj)r the pai'fcial

The coasting trade increased by 3 pgr cent., ^he expansion being confined 
to the imports, Exports deolinii>gby 9 per cent... The trade of the suho'i’dinate 
ports of Keti Bandar and Sh’ganda expanded^ hy 13 per cent. The lEfnd 
trade ^vith Afglmnistan,* Baluchistan fgid Persia (jspauJed hy "over *28 lakhs 
or 26 per cent. 

Adaii. f Though there "was a large increase in the Foreign Trade of Aden tills 

■\fa9 almost ceunterhalauced by heavy decreases in the,f Indian and Inland 
Trade, the net result being a small total increase. The chief feature of the 
year is the enormous increase of trade with the United States of America which 
^ in spite of the proximity of Bombay supplies Aden wijih the great proportion 
of her cotton goods, taking in return large quantities of coffee and hides. 
These goods arc presumably carried in British vessels as no shij] from the 
United States entered the Port during the year. The trade of Bombay and 
Calcutta with Aden decreased by approximately 29 and 19^ lakbs respsictively. 
Trade with the mainland shews a further decline while the fall in the grain 
trade noted last year continued. ‘ ■

Pif-bpG iVorXa, 39, A detailed account of the works carried out during tho year will be 
found in Chapter IV. The total grant for the year was 1 erore and ther 
. expenditure nearly 96 lakbs, an increase of lakhs upon the rfigures of the 
p revious year. There were increases under all major heads except under “ 44— 
Military,” more particularly under Imperial and ProvinoialPunds with incrp.aBfiH 
of 3 and 12 Mkhs respectively. Under Imperial 1 Idkh was spent upon liilitary 
Works and nearly 7 lakhs upon Civil Buildings. Under Provincial nearly

of irrigation. This increase of area ft most satisfactory. ^ 

large irrigafion worksl are only Wo in number, viz., the Hafhmati irorthorn 
and Cut' Canals. The ^ason was a goocl one, the rainlall being ample , 

and fair^ well distrijjuted. As result| there was practically no kharif irriga- 
tion on the Hathmati, thoflgh the rice'^rop on the Khari Out required canal 
wat^. Irrigation from the new tanks in the Panch Mahals and Kaira was 
s£&all as the tanks did not fill. The important investigation into the condition 
of small tanks was fcqptinued and the survey of the Mahi Canal continued to 
tlie tail near Matar. 


Of the Ihree divisions in the Presidency this division is the most Central 

•' Divisioi 

important with an average irrigated area of IJ lakhs of acres and an average ^ 

• revenue of over 8^ Mkhs of rupees. During the year under report the rainfall 
was not Very satisfactory, • as the late rains partially failed in some places. 

In the Poona, Nasik, Ahmednagar and Sholapnr Districts several canal and tank 
works "^ere opened for famine relief purposes, but fortunately there was little 
scarcity and, the number of workers ■was never large. The figures of irrigated 
area and of revenue show that the amount of water assessment received is Ps. 1^ 
l^khs above the average, while the irrigated area is somewhat below the 
■Average. The large increase in revenue is due principally to tbe rich fields of 
sugarcane an^ rabi crops under irrigation on the Nira Canal, and the large area 
of kharif crops grown on the Mutha Canals. Sanction was received during the 
year f or Godavari Canal Project estimated to cost over Pvs. 95 J lakhs and the 
works were commenced. Work on the Girna Left Bank Canal audtbe Waghad 
Tank in the,Nasik and Ahmednagar Irrigation District was in progress. 


The average irrigated area and revenue of this division is 26,000 acres southern 
and lakhs of rupees respectively. During the year under report there was a 
decrease of 1 1 per cent, in both area and revenue compared with last year and 
of 6 per cent, compared with the average in area. The fall is attributed to 
timely rainfall resulting in a decreased demand for water by the cultivators. 

In the Dharwar Irrigation District, however, the monsoon was weak and four 
out of the five tanks were dry from April to June. As a consequence several 
works had to be opened for Eamine Relief in the Belgaum and Bijdpur 
Disti’icts. 

'The year was exceedingly prosperous and the inundation exceptionally Siud,. 
fawurabk, in fact in the case of severs! canals the flow developed into flood » 
accompanied hy hurst hanks and flooded fields. The rainfall was 1 inch 16 
cents, above normal, came when the floods were at their highest and added to 
the diflEculties of maintaining the bunds. The breaches which occurred in the 
Eas^mor Bund were successfully closed, but in lower Sind there were serious , 
breaches near Budka Takar on the left bank and in the Baghar Uchito Bund on 
Jibe right hank of the river ; these could not he closed until the flood subsided. 

The area of cultivation under the Jami-ao Oanal decreased hy 39,000 acres owing 
,to the scarcity of labour. The crops under the Nasrat and Puleli Oanals were 
’excellent and the Dad Canal worked well. The Indus River Commission 
carried out topographic and hydrographic surveys, and made a number of 
•Borings for the Sukkur ■weir.

^ 41. Only 63-82 miles of new Railway were opened for traffic during the Eailways. 
year, compared with 189-90 miles for last year. The total length of railway 
h.as now reached 8,168-81 miles, There was considerable activity during 'the 
• B 1086—5 s . * 
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year in tlie construction of*Bailways for Native States, work being in progress 
L Jaipur, Sdngli, Baroda, Cuicli and Gwdlior. The growing importance of^ 
^ tlie Manganese industry is reflected in i#ie opening of the MariyamatsahalK 
*■ (Mangraese) Branch. Eailway on the Hospet-Kott^r Eailway.^ A much-needed 
reform was car^e^ out hy the Eailway Board in mdering the universal adoption 
^ within two years of a system of inter-oommunication between passengers afid 
the driver and gum'd. ^ t 

The final new contract with the re-constitnted B. B. & 0, I. ''Eailjpay. 
Company was executed on 8th April 1907 ; the contract provides for thB 
Company working the B. B. & 0. I. and E.-M. Eailway systems for a term of 
25 years from 1st January 1906, with the possibility of their also working the 
Ndgda-Muttra Eailway, and, if so, their liability to give up the Eajputdna- 
Malwa Eailway. 

42. The combined figures of Imperial, Provincial and Looal Eevenue indicate 
the improved conditions which obtained during the year. The total, increase 
amounts to 8 per cent.. Imperial Eevenues shewing an improvement of 7 per 
cent., Provincial of 10 per cent, and Local of 2 per cent. There rise 
in the total expcuditine of only 2 per cent., while that under Looal shows an 
actual fall of 30 per cent. 

The large increase of 81^ Mkhs under the head of Land Eevenue last year 
is followed by a further increase in over 29| lakhs in the year under report. 
This is mainly due to the general improvement in agricultural conditions 
'throughout the Presidency. That there has been a simultaneous improvement 
in industrial conditions is shewn by the rise in receipts of over 4 lakh s from' 
Assessed Taxes, As might he expected the increase under these two heads is 
synchronous with increases in Salt and Excise receipts. The decrease under 
the head of Eorests is due to the absence of a demand for famine fodder which 
raised the receipts last year. The figures of expenditure do not call for 
comment. 

The increase of 41| kkhs undert he head of Land Eevenue is in satisfactory 
contrast with the figures of last year when there was a fall of 47 | lakhs. 
Towards the total increase 12 Mlchs were contributed by Imperial Eevenues. 
The increase is due to the cause noted above, as are the increases of nearly 
3 Idkhs in Excise and of 4j lakhs in Assessed Taxes, Under tlie head of 
expenditure the increase of 6 Mkhs under Land Eevenue is mainly clue to 
the Provincialisation of the charges in connection with the Sind Village Offiber^s 
Cess Fund, and to increased establishment and polague charges. The reorgani- 
‘ sation of the Police is the cause of the increased expenditure of lakhs toder 
that head while the progress that is being made in education is shewn by the 
rise in expenditure of over Mkhs. The increase of 2 lakhs under Famine' 
Belief is due to the fact that the figures shew the charges for 6 months itLstead 
of for only 3 months as in the previous year. 


43. Over 16 crores of rupees were coined during the year under report, 
an increase of 33 per cent, on the figures of the last year. The re-coinage of 
the silver currency of the Tonk Uarhar into Government rupees was carried 
out. The value of gold and bullion tendered in exchange for rupees fell stiH«, 
further by 5| lakhs. Eevenue increased hy nearly 6 Mkhs and expenditure 
by over 1|- Mkhs. 

• 44. The circulation of notes shews no tendency to any large expansion, 
the increase during the year under report amounting only to 19 lakhs or under 
2 peu cent. Even this, however, is an improvement on last year when the 
increase was on]y J per cent. The popularity of the Es. 5 note is demonstrated, 
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by tlie readiness ■witli 'whicli nearly 65 per cent, ’of tbe issues were taken 
by employers of labour for payment of wages. Por some years there has 
been a continuous fall in the circulation of notes oyer Rs. 500 in value. ‘ 
During the yeaj; this fall jWas cheeked and the circulation of the^^e notes* « 
increased by 1 Mkh. Th| increase in the receipts auS. "issues of ^small, 
coin ' filrther demonstrates tl^ general prosperity. _ The issues of gold were 
again enormously Moreasgd : a eonsiderable proportion in all probability goes 

into boaiais or is made into ornaments.

« The decrease in note circulation is dne solely to the fall among notes Karaotii oitele. 
over Rs. 10,000 in- value. The increase in the value of Poreign notes cashed 
Illustrates the extension of the receipts from Railways and Customs. It is 
reported thafc-J^^ative merchants took most of the gold issues for the purpose of 
making ornaments. ^ 


4s5. Owing to the generally favourable season the whole of the current Land EeTcuue. 
year’s reyenue together with a large proportion of the arrears was collected, 
the total collections amounting to over 1 crore in excess of those in the previous 
year. _Jn Grujarat there are practically no arrears for collection except in 
Kaira. The Deccan districts, however, did not have the advantage of a good 
season in the previous year ; arrears are therefore considerable, particularly in 
Ahmednagar. They amount, however, to a far smaller amount than they did at 
^the end of 1905-06, and another good season would have enabled almost the 
whole amount to be paid off. In the Karnatak a good proportion of the 
arrears was liquidated, but the remainder amounts to a much larger sum 
proportionately in these Coilectorates than in the other divisions of the 
Presidsncy.'" In Sind the collections fell short of the demand in all districts 
by about 1 lakh. 


46, There was an increase in both import and export duties, amounting to Sea Customs, 
nearly 2 l-Akhs in the case of the former. The proportion of expenditure to 
collections again rose to over 4 per cent. The refund of duty upon silver 
purchased by the Government of India accounts for the large increase under 
this head, „ • 


The increase in the net receipts of nearly 5^ lakhs following upcin an Karachi ana 
increase of 7 lakhs last year testifies to the growing prosperity of Karachi. The 
figures for Refunds and Drawbacks show fui'ther increases, due in the latter 
ease to the large export of oilseed. 

• The trade statistics show that the Customs line along the Kathiawar Land Custtans. 
frontier^ has now come to be considered part of the established order of things with ' • * " 

tbeb'esult that the stream of trade has resumed its normal flow. The receipts 
upon the Portuguese frontier unfortunately exhibit a further decline oudng to a 
bad season in Goa. The increased and increasing exports of Manganese to Mar- 
magao seem to foreshadow a very prosperous future for the trade in this metal. 


l7. The decline in the Opium trade noted in last year’s report has eon tinned, Opium. 
p .0 cause being the same, vig., decreased export into China. The underlying 
cause‘’of the decrease is considered to be the uncertainty which prevailed amen" 
^■dealers ^regarding the future action of the British and Chinese Governments 
<ai the opium question. Prices have in consequence fallen by over 12 per cent. 

The poppy harvest m Baroda was an excellent one, resulting in increased 
^.imports to Bombay of nearly 66 per cent. 


48. The chief event of the year was the reduction of the duty from Re. 1-8-0 Salt, 
to Re. 1 per maund m March : it came too late, however, to have any appreciable 
anfluenc.e upon the figures of the year under report. That the (jonsmuer will 
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eventually get the full henefit is amply shown by the fall in prices since thh , 
reduction from Es. 2-8-0 in *1902. In Bombay the price has actually'' 
decreased hy 4i annas more than the rednt^iion in the duty while in 14 out of 
' is districts the fall in price either practically ef^uals or aetaally exceeds the 
Amount of ledficfeon. As the ^rice falls th^ consumption inorease3^ the 
average per head having jncreased from last /ear hy nearly | lb. per head 
in GrujarSt and J*lh. for the rest of fee Presidency. The qualify oi the 
salt is also improving, and it is to this fact that the eontinnally increas^g- 
exports to Madras and Mysore are attributed. The much improved figures fot' 
B^roda evince the edacienoy of the new preventive arrangements, and this, 
inen ase in efficiency, combined with the decrease in the duty, is doubtless the" 
cause'of the comparatively small number of offences. The labour question 
affects the salt no less tlian other industries and the attractions of cotton picking 
occasioned some difficulties with the Agi’ias which were, however, successfully 
surmounted. 

The position in Sind is also satisfactory, consumption haying gone up- 
I lb. per head and the price having decreased hy Be. 0-1-8 per maund. Offences 
have also diminished by over one-third, though it is suggested that thes.e 
figures are due rather to the reduction of the number of license-holders who were 
willing informers and the apathy of the preventive staff than to any diminution 
of offences against the Act, and that the decrease of oflences actually committed^ 
has hardly been so great. 

, In spite of the fact that there was no plague, the production at the Govern- 
ment salt works and the general consumption fell off considerably, w]ii]e produo" 
tion at the Italian salt works also exhibits a decline of 40 per cent. 

49. The returns for 1906-07 exhibit a further large increase, in revenue 
of lakhs or about 3| per cent, upon the figures of the previous year 
and of over 22| lakhs upon the average realisations of the preceding three years. 
The increase is made up entirely cf the receipts from country spnrit and toddy 
with increases of 6^ lakhs and ^ Idkh respectively. Revenue under the heads 
of imported foreign liquors, intoxicating drugs, opium and miscellaaeous shows 
■considerable decreases, amounting to over 1^ lakhs in the case of intoxicating 
drugs. Taking the individual heads separately, the statistics of country spirit 
for the various districts show that to speak generally the increase in revenue is 
far largest in the north, diminishing southwards till in the southern districts- 
of Belgaum and Dharwar there is an actual decrease. Bomh.sy itself is neaidy ^ 
^ stationary. The agricultural records for the year show clearly enough that those 
increases and decreases are the effect of the agricultural conditions which obtained 
in the various districts. Prosperity in the north w'as marked by the existence of 
a busy marria ge season and an increased cpnsumption of liquor, while the legacy 
of the famine conditions which obtained during the ptevions year in tlm soiitly 
was depleted resources and a consequent decrease in consumption. The 
temperance movement noticed in last year’s report seems to have weakened^, 
especially in Thana, though it still had some influence upon sales in Bijdpur. 
subsidiary cause of the general increase is found in the application of the mhowra 
flon ers sections of the A bkari Act to certain districts, and the consequent decrease*" 
in illicit distillation. This increase in sales was met hy a further enhanoement" 
of duty in the districts showing increases and also by an increase in the minimum 
guarantee in districts under the monopoly system. The returns under the head" ^ 
or toddy exhibit much the same features as those under country spirit. The 
fluctuations, however, were remarkable, e. g., in the case of Ratnagiri with a large 
rise in sales but a decrease in revenue, and Dharwar with a large decrease in sales 
and an increase in revenue. The first head to shovr a deorpaseis “ foreigu'’liquors<'' 
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and Indian-manafaotured liquors excised at tari^. rates.” ludian beer is 
evidently rapidly losing its popularity among Britisb. troops while the increased 
tariff rates for foreign liquors resulteu in a heavy drop of over 2 Ukhs of, gallons > 
under “ ferineatdd liquors ’’i^nd "potable” spirits. " Non-potable ” .Spirits, * , 
hpwQvey, show a further iucreNse, thus accentflatiag the remarks made last year , 
regarding the opening for the Ic^al manufacture of such, spirit. The large decrease 
under " intoxicating drug* ” must be ’^ut down to the increase in the duly. 

Dajdng fhe year under report the issue rate upon opium .was reduced by Re. 1 in 
hll districts of the Presidency. The decrease in revenue therefore covers an actual 
increase in eonsurtfpij.on in British districts of 4,000 Ihs. or 5^ per cent,, the causes 
being increased prosperity and the reduction in the duty. The figures of illicit 
distillation show a further gratifying decrease, due in Gujardt to the infliction 
of deterrent punishments and the aqiplication of the Mhowra Plowers Act. 

The figures, however, of illicit importation exhibit an increase, especially in '* 

Snrat where the application of the mhowra flowers sections while decreasing 
illicit distillation has induced illicit importation. 

The enhancements of the duty upon hhdng and ganja and of that upon Sind, 
foreign liqpors were applied to Sind as well as to the Presidency, while the rate 
upon opium was reduced by Ee. 1 per pound. The total revenue increased by 
8 per cent, and the rate of consumption per head from 2'7 drams to 3’30 drams. 

• The enhancement of duty resulted in a decline under the head of foreign liquors, 
while the rsduotion in the ease of opium was accompanied by a rise of 9 
per cent, in consumption. 

Tliere, was a rise in receipts of nearly Idfch due to the large imports made at Aden,

per cent! and of ^'Sjper cent, from tjie population which might have been expected 
^to exist calculating at the normal increase of 1 pMcent. Comparing the'^figures 
for 1905-06 with those of 1906-07 it i^interesting to note that although the., 
former was a poor year and the latter comparatively a good year, yet in the . 
former the births exceeded deaths by 23,000 and in the latter the deaths exceeded 
births by almost the same rate, in spite of a 2 per cent, increase in the number 
of births.* It is difficult if not impossible to trace any aotuahoonnection between, 
prices and the birth-rate in the short space of a year, and though prirnd facie 
it might appear that the simultaneous rise in the birth-rate aud the fall 
^ in prices were not merely ooincidenoes, yet the fact that only in Sind where prices 
fell by about 11 per cent, is there a general fall in the birth-rate effectually 
demolishes the idea of any intimate connection between the two- sets of 
phenomena. This fall in Sind may be ascribed to the prevalence of malarial 
fever in that Province and iu other districts to the loss of vitality indiSEUcl by 
former famine conditions. 


Emigration and 
Immigration. 


56. 


There is little permanent emigration or immigration within the Presi- 
dency itself. Those whom a famine drives out a good season attracts home again 
and hence, as might he expected, the record of the year 1906-07 chiefly consists, 
. apart from the usual seasonal mflux to Bombay, of the return to theiu own districts 


of those who had fled before the scarcity of the previous year. Nor do the figures 
of emigration over sea have much interest for this Presidency as thfucj^jgrants, 
with the exception of those from Surat and coast ports of Kathiawslr, are drawn 
almost entirely from the Punjab and merely pass through Bombay ..or liardchi 
on their way. That the example set by the Suratis however might be followed 
with advantage is shown by the large remittances of nearly 4i lakhs of rupees 
sent home to their relatives by former emigrants. 

Medioaljlelief. 56. The Medical Department has now extended itself as far as the Persian 
Gulf, four institutions from that district having been brought on fhe returns 
during the year. The number of patients iu State, Local Pund, Municipal aud 
Private Institutions increased by 6| per cent. The percentage of deaths among 
in-door patients was 10 per cent. The decreased mortality in small-pox is 
unfortunately more than counterbalanced by the large increase in those 
from cholera, while the high floods in Sind produced an increase of 44^00fl 
, fever cases. The number of surgical operations remained practically stationary, 
but it is satisfactory to note that the percentage of deaths in comparison 
with cures is less than 1 per cent. The building of new hospitals 
and their more efficient equipment proceeds energetically, while the projoctea 
nursing scheme is rapidly materializing.

^ 60. The j?enewe^ outbreak nf rinderpest noted in last year’s report unfor- Veteriimry. 
tunately spread all over th* Presidencyf resulting in the dea^h of over 25,000 
cattle and only sparing Sind, Ratnagiri and Broach. The violence of the 
attack considerably modified the views of the people with regard to inoculation , 

and over 36,000 inodui^tions were performed. There was a satisfactory increase* 
in* the number of dispensaries from 19 to 2'1, at which nearly 64,000 animals 
were treated. 


61. The total expenditure upon education for the year 1906-07 shows Ed Joation. 
>an increase of 3*62 lakhs upon the figures of the previous year, which were 
in advance of those for 1904-05 by 9‘38 lakhs. There was a large inorease of 
5*73 lakhs under the head of Provincial Expenditure owing to the utilisation 
of the gl^nt of 5 lakh3 made hy the Government of India towards Primary and 
Technical education in 1905-06. Local Funds show a decrease in expenditure 
of 2‘17 lakhs, but in future half the grant of 6 Mkhs will be available for the 
purpose of supplementing the expenditure of Local Boards upon educational 
dbjects.. The increase in expenditure was accompanied by an advance of 147 
in^the number af public educational institutions. The unfortunate recrudescence 
of plague however resulted in the closing of many schools and a decrease of 
over 13,0J)0 jn the total number of scholars. This decrease is confined to the 
Primary Schools, the atatiatios for the Arts and Professional Colleges (with the 
exception of^ the Grant Medical College) and Secondary Schools showing 
increases in every case. The examination results in the case of the Arts Colleges 
and Law School were considerably in advance of those for the previous year, 

^ but there was a falling off in the case of the examinations for tlie degrees of 
L. 0. B., F. C. E. and L. M. & S. Turning to Secondary education the candi- 
dates for Matriculation exhibit a considerable decrease in q^nantity, but a riso 
in quality, the percentage of passes being 47‘09 compared with 37‘7. The 
reduction of the test in optional subjects for the School Final examination 
since last year appears to have been effective, as there was an improvement both 
in the number of candidates and the percentage of passes. The figures for 
High* smd Middle Schools show small increases. The decrease in the number 
* of scholars attending Primary Schools has been remarked upon and accounted 
for ^ihove. It is however satisfactory to note that, in spite of the falling off in 
the number of scholars, the number of students who passed the three higher 
standards shows an actual inorease. The most satisfactory feature of the year 
was th® improvement of attendance at the Training Colleges for men 
and women, as it is upon the adequate organisation of these institutions that 
the success of Primary education depends. The average daily attendance in 
Training Colleges for men shows an increase of 100 and in those for women an 
fnore^se of 43. The statistics under the head of Technical Education exhibit 
slow but sure advance. The number of Industrial and Teohnioal Schools 
iiScreased from 20 to 31, while the three most important of these, viz., the College 
of Science, the Ratnagiri School of Industry and the Victoria Jubilee Institute 
show a rise in the number of pupils, the latter institution having to refuse 
admission to applicants for want of aooommodation in spite of the raising of the" 

Entrance test. Arrangements- are however being made for extensiou-^over 
Rs. 42,000 being spent upon new buildings dm-ing 1906-07. Of Special classes 
Chiefs’ Colleges of Kdthiawdr had a successful though uneventful year. 

The Rajkumar College may he expected to show a considerable advance 
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in the future now that ihe QoTernment of India^ have sanotioned an . 

“rant of Es 25,000. The attempts whifjdi are being made to grapple wjth the 
mdbhm of educating the aboriginal ^nd BMl tribes were continued during 
the year. Thp npeoial schools pv these classesf in Thana, Surat and Bimoh ^ 
hate been highV successful though espensiWi owing to the lack o* teachers 
of their own caste.

61 Perhaps the moat pleasing feature of the Native Press during the year 
under report was the praotieaEy universal expression of loyalty and gratitude 
displayed towards Their Eoyal Highnesses the Prince and Princess ^of Wales. 
There was further a general recognition of the sympathetic spirit displayed by 
His Excellency Lord Lamington in his famine and revenue pqjicy, while his 
firm guidance of the Legislative Council was no less applauded. Again, the 
educational policy of Government was much more favourably commented upon 
than in previous years, while such measures as the Insolvency Act and the^' 
Presidency Banks Act were received with applause, and the generosity of Govern- 
ment to Municipalities, particularly in the matter of plague expenditure, was 
appreciatively recognised. In spite of this, however, it must be admitted that 
the tone of the Native Press as a whole increased in rancour and virulence s6 far 
as its comments on the policy of Government and the system of administration 
generally were concerned. There was a persistent clamour — esjaecially in „ the 
Deccan prints — ^for the concession of sioardj, which was represented as a'p'anace^ 
for aU the political ills of the country and for which India was said to Ea ripe. 
Swadeshi, boycott and a national system of education were among the i)ther 
shibboleths, which were vaguely but unceasingly enounced as potent means for 
the political advancement of the country. Atone of vague pessimism and despair 
seemed to characterise the writings of the Extremist organs, who Sdvoeated 
a policy of ‘ passive resistance ’ and ‘ self-reliance ’ as opposed to ‘ prayers and 
petitions ’ for redress of grievances. Honourable exceptions, however, are to 
he found in such moderate and well-conducted papers as the Indian Spectator, ^ 
Indian Social Reformer, Bast Oqfta/r, and the Jam-i-Jamshed, wlio have 
energetically dissociated themselves from agitation while not sparing ^maasureis 
which appear to them fit objects of candid criticism. *' 


65. The systematic investigation by the; Assistant Superintendent ^ 
Mr. Bhandarkar of the monuments of Eajputdna proceeded rapidly and with 
exceedingly interesting results : it will bo continued during the coming year. 
The mo.st interesting event of the year was the great find of Nahapana coins at 
Jogaltembhi in the N^sih District, which confirmed the surmise of Dr. Bhandar- 
kar concerning the overthrow of the Nahapana dynasty*, by the Satelrkarni in the 
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second , century, and showed that the title Nahap^na Satrap was used by seyeral 
kings. The surcharging of the Nahapana.effigy by the Satarkarni symbol, ^ud the 
progressive degenei?htion in the^acouracy of the Greek inscription on these coins 
are.iiouita of peculiar interest. Current repairs* were carried as usual, .the 
-gre^t proportien of the expenditMe heir^ made upon the huildings at Bijapur* 
Dholka and Sdrkhej. • '

1. Surveys- 

1.— GkEAT TaiGONOMETEICAD SuEYEY. 

Operations were confined to the Central Division of the PresidepcyV The vvork comprised 
a forest survey of 62*4 square miles on a scale of^ 4'^ in West KnandeBn and N^sik: 
skeleton survey of 140 linear miles on the same scale in West KMnaesh.^: levipoa survey 
amounting to 2,292 sqiwe miles of all areas surveyed on the 2 scale comprised within 
certain sheets : and the I'e-sorvey on scale of all areas previously ^^^surveyed on the 2 scale,, 
amonniang to 34S square miles. 


2.— Tidal and Levelling Ocekations. 

1. Tidal observations were carried on as usual by means" of self -registering JLide-gauges 
at the ports of Aden, Karachi, Apollo Bandar and Prince’s Dock (Bombay). OiT 6th June 
the observatory at Karachi was wrecked by a cyclone, tbe tide rising 5 feet 3 inches higher 
than the predicted height. 

2. A line of levels from Bombay to Madras is being taken with a view to tracing a 
discrepancy of 3 feet between the mean sea levels of Bombay and Madras as shown by the* 
opierations of 1878-1881. 472 miles were covered in this year. 

3.— Eevende Siteveys. 

I Two special establishments continued to be entertained ; (1) a field party consisting of 
sis permanent surveyors and 4 temporary classers, and (2) a staff of 6 Kegister writers at the 
Broach Central Record OiBce. Dciing the field season the field party was employed on the 
following work : (,1) measurement and classification work at Ognaj, an in^ village of the 
Daskroi Taluka ; (2) breaking up of big survey numbers in the Halol Mahdl and Viramgaon 
Taliika ; (3) measiirement of land cut up by canals in the Viramgaon Taluka and the fixing 
up of boundary n arks on the borders of the villages belonging to the Eddhanpur State ; 

(4) measurement of land taken up by the canal and the tanks of Wanghroli, Anara gjid • 
Sdvli in the talukas of Thdsra and Eapadvanj ; (5) measurement of lands taken iipi by made 
roads in the Dhandhuka and Pardntij Talukas ; (6) measuring of land taken ^np by a canal, 
tanks and the Miitar-Cambay road in the Matar Tdluka ; (7) breaking up big Khar numbers 
and claesifying them in the Bulear Tdluka ; (8) measuring canals and roads in the Bdrdoli, 
Olpad and Chorasi Tdlukas ; (9) measuring and plotting of land encroached on. by the Luni 
River at Mahisa in the Mahi Kdntha Agency ■, (10) settlement and demarcation of the Baroda- 
Dangs boundaries. 

Of the field work thus taken in hand, only that in Ognaj and in Hdlol remained incomplete. 

Onethousand eight hundred and eighty-eight numbers containing 5,674 acres were meas^'ed^ 

^ and 895 numbers containing 2,556 acres were classified. Last year the figures were 4,961 and 
11,2S9 numbers and 9,097 and 11,443 acres respectively. The stafi of the Central. Office at 
Broach did its usual special and miscellaneous work. ” 

The number of parties engaged in the survey of Talukdari estates in Ahmedabad was 
increased from 3 to 4. The detailed measurement and classification work of all the Sdmnd'

, in addition to their ordinary duties of inspection, supervised the training of Village Accountauts

Training classes. 2. Central survey classes for the training of newly appointed Circle Inspectors in survey 

work were opened at the head-quarter town of each of the three divisions. After giving 
instruction in the theoretical course at the head-quarter towns, the Circle luspeetorff^were taken 
for practical work into the districts where survey operations were being conducted. The 
training was given as usual by the permanent surveyors under the i.super vision of«the'’ Super- 
intendents, Land Eeeords and Eegistration. In the year under report a board of examiners 
consisting of two divisional Superintendents, Land Eecords and Registration, with the Settle- 
ment Commissioner and Director of Land Eecords as Chairman, was formed for the first timerwith 
a view to exercise greater supervision and disciplinary control. The arrangement was effective. 
" ^ During the year 74 Cirele luspeotors attended the classes, of whom 69 passed the survey test. 

Classes for Village Accountants were also held as usual. 956 Village Accountauts 
, passed the preliminary test during the year. In the Southern Division the filasses were held 
at the head-quarters of aub-divisions of districts which enabled much closer supervision to 
be exercised.

3, The preparation of the Record-of-Rights was newly started in this year fn tentdlukas in i 
the Northern Division, in 10 talukas in the Central Division and in 12 tdlukas in the Southern'. 

In the Nasik and Bijdpur Districts, the work was postponed^ owing to the 
prevalence of famine or scarcity. In 4 tulukas in the Central Division and 5 in the Southern 
Division, the compilation of the record started in the preceding season but not finished, was 
continued during the year under report.

9,984 were advanced as tagdvi in the Ahmedabad District under Act XII of 1884 
and Bs. 625 under Act XiX of 1883. The work of recovering tagdvi and loans advanced 
rapidly and Rs. 1,10,013 vvere recovered in the Ahmedabad District. In addition Ks. 8,697 in 
Ahnmclabad and Rs. 9,292 in Kaira were recovered on account of loans under tlie Encumbered 
IJgtat es Act. ■ , 

Ahmedabad District the total number of estates including those released binder, Enoum'borofl ostutss.

4. There were 197 inisceUaneous estates under management under the Talukddrs^ Act 
(Bombay Act VI of 1888) and on account of loans and lagai paid to the Tdlukddi’S and ...theh 
tenants. None of the estates calls for particular remark. The system of leasing estates to 
oiftsideis contemplated in Gevemment iResolutiou No. 36 .j 1, dated 11th April 1906, has not 
made very rapid progress owing to the difficulty iu obtaining good lessees. It, is however^ 
expected that private negotiations already in progress will shortly result in favourable leases of 
some of the estates, A noteworthy feature of the year under report was the^' ajipointment of 
an officer on Special Duty for debt settlement work. The progress made in tho work during 
the year under report is satisfactory. 

5. Remissions of rents amounting to Es. 33,936 were granted to the tenants of the Koth 
and Gaugad estates on account of the failure of crops and proportionate remissions of jama have

6. Niue partition eases were pending at the commeucenrant of the year and five new 
applications were rereived during the year.

1. There was only one estate under the management of the Collector of Karachi during 
the year, The receipts amoirnted to Rs. 10,472 and the balance to the credit of the estate 
at the commencement of the year was Ee, 4,807. Rs, 1,000 were paid during the year 
towards the liquidation of private debts. The miscellaneous espeuditme amounted to 
Es. 10,835, leaving a balance of Rs. 3,444 at the close of the year. There was one 
estate in Litrkhana under the management of the Collector during the year. The receipts 
amounted to Rs. 1,900 and the balance at the end of the previous year was Rs. 8,914, making 
npr a total of Es. 10,814, Out of this the expenditure amounted to Es. 7,114 and a 
balance of Rs. 3,700 was left at the close of the year The receipts of the one managed 
estate in Sukkur amounted to Rs. 30,135 and the balance at the close of the preceding 
year was Rs. 8,599.

2. The number of estates under the Manager, Incumbered Estates iu Sind, at the oommence- 
ment of the year was 442. Nineteen new estates were taken under management and 65 were 
relinquished, ‘leaving 39H at the close of the year. The receipts amounted to Rs, 10,10,080 
and the opening balance of the year was Rs. 1,44,503. Out of the total amount'' of 
Es. 11,55,183, the exjjenditure amounted to Rs. 9,93,806. Of this sum Rs. 2,43,115 was 
spent in the payment of debts and loans. The amounts due on account of Government loairs 
and private debts at the close of the^year wei’e Es. 13,180 and Rs. 1,10,200 respectively. 


5. Eeveniie and Eent-payiiig Classes. 

Kelations ijetween psvmaoent and striking change in the relations between landlord and tenant 

imdlcra and must he so mneh the work of time that to note any definite alteration as having taken plaep' 

within the limits of a single year is almost impossible. So far, however, as it is possible'^to 
' ' indge the signs seem to point to a growing emancipation of the tenant class from the power of 

the landlord. Vaidous causes have combined to bring about this result. The Dekkhau Agpi- 
culturists’ Relief Act has done much to check the rapacity of the advkar, while the bad season^:'' 
by lessening the demand for land and decreasing the number of cultivators have forced the land- 
lord to court his tenants and thus to reverse their respective positions. To these ca\ises jpay 
be added the spread of education, the increase in communications and the growing mobility of the 
population. The tendency would, therefore, seem to be towards an increase of strength in tha 
position of the tenant and a decrease in that of the landlord, Thus, during the year under 
leview we hear of combinations made by the tenants against" the khoti landholders in 
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■ Baygiri. In Sbd tb Zamind^ra coniplam of tlie growing independence of their 
'‘tans/’ In Surat tie tenants iaTe rebelled against Hie Indmddrs. In TMna tie ^ 
tenant class is reported to be well able to take care of 'its own interests. In tbe,ont-of- ’• 

tie-way districts snci^as Aimedabad relations are reported to be generally amicaljle as 
might be expected. In ink Tillages tie evils of absenteeism are i felt in full force, 

' hut tie* latest Government orders regarding suspensions 'and reiuisjiofls, coupled with 
tie application of tie survey and settlem^t to ink villages^ are hound to produce 
thek’ natnial sesults in time. It would seem that tie gradual extensjon of tie " share ” 
system, with its automatic remisaons and suspensions, offers a solution of many difficulties and 
sui an extension would in fact appear to be taking place in many districts, e, y,, in Poona where 
leases 3f this description are double tie number of those iu which a money rent is paid. Even 
here, however, a note of discord comes from Kolaba where tie tenants refuse to give up their 
share of the grain in the Ijppes of realising high prices late in the season. The natural result' 
of the tendencies noted above would seem to be a restriction of his dealings on the part of the 
sdvkdr landlord and such a restriction is iu fact taking place, $,g,, in Msik. In Kojaba 
and Katndgiri, however, the passing of the land into the hands of non-agriculturists steadily con- 
tinues. In a great many other districts, however, the proportion of agriculturist landlords 
seems to he increasing, thou^fh the statistics are, it must be confessed, notoriously imreliabk 
|f they are eoii’ect, a further improvement in relations may be expected in the future, for the 
agriculturist landlord, though *by no means natally more altruistic than his Bania counter- 
part, is likely'tobe more bound by traditions of mercy towards his fellow-castemen. 

2. , The prejudice against the 'kew tenure still exists in many districts, s, y,, in Ahmed- WorldugoUct 
nagar, but were are signs that its merits are being gradually recognised in others. In o* ^901. 
Khdndesh, for instance, such land is sold at high prices in spite of the obligations imposed upon 
the pui'chaser. 'Again, although the tenure is not popular in Sind generally, over 9,000 acres 
were given out in this manner in Sukkiir and over 2,500 acres in the Upper Sind Erontier. 

The extension of the tenure in the Punch Mahals continues. , 

3, The figiii'es for the various districts are variable and no general conclusions can be Aesi'itincQ niul 
drawn from them,, In Poona there was a large decrease in the number of assistance suits owing 
to the good harvest. , ,

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the following changes. During the year the Presidency districts were divided, into tffo Eanges 
and a Deputy Inspector General of Police appointed tO each. The cadre of Superintendents 
and Assistant Superintendents was re-graded according to the recommendation of Police 
Commission and 18 new aj)pomtments of Deputy Superintendents were made. ThS,^eparate i 
charges of the G. I. P. and S. AI. Hailways were amalgamated into one under a Superintendent 
with ah. Assistant, and the Central Police Training School was opened in te&porary quarters at 
Bhamhui^a, near Poona. Orders were ree^ved to re-grade Inspectors and Sub-Inspectors 
according tci the grading sanctioned by the Government of India’, aud a l^eginning was made by 
increasing the number of inepeotors and converting what had hitherto been known as sub- 
stations in charge of Head Constables into full stations in charge of Sub-Inspectors. 

The total number of educated officers in tbe force has slightly increased, while that of Educfttion.

1. — Abea of Availabib Statistics. 

n 

The increase in the reporting area amounted to 44,500 acres in the Presidency Proper 
owing to additional statistics submitted for IGJ- new villages — 9 in Nasik in consGq,uenca of 
survey settlement, 5 in Ratndgiri which were hitherto non-reporting villages, 1 in PooiQ 
(alienated village made khalsa) and in East Khdndesh on account of territorial changes, 
in Sind there were no changes. 


2. — Cbotpbd Areas, 

1. In the Presidency Proper the gross and net cropped areas increased by 9 percent, 
while the area cropped more than once showed an expansion of 43 percent., a olear indication 
of the favourable nature of the season. In Sind the areas under these three h^hda increased by 
10 per cent, owing to favourable inundations. The net cropped area showed a rise in every 
district, with the exception of Broach, notably in the Deccan and Karn^tak. 

2 . In the Presidency Proper the gross area cropped was 2^ crores of acres, an incrj^i^icr" 
of over 211 lakhs on the figures of last year, the area under food crops increasing by 17 ^ lakhs. 
Tho area uudor iowdrl decreased by nearly 10 Mkhs of acres, but there were increases under all 
other kinds of food crops amounting to 16 lakhs of acres in the case of bdjri, 3 likhs in that of 
wheat, 2^ lAkhs in the case of tui', and 1 Idkh in that of gram. The decrease under jowari is 
due to the e.xtended cultivation of bdjri owing to the favourable rains, an extension which ranged 
from an increase over normal of 48,000 acres in Gujarat to over ten Idkhs in the Deccan. The 
area under wheat increased in area by 32 per cent., but is still 20 per cent, below normal. In 
Sind, however, the area was 27 per cent, over normal. The area under paddy cultivation was 
only 2 per cent, above that of last year, but 15 per cent, over the average, the recovery tJeing 
particularly noticeable in Sholdpur, Ahmedabad, Surat, Thdna and Ndsik. Sholapur, Rijd^^ 

Ahmednagar chiefly account for the increase under tur. Of the non-food crops oil-seeds 
increased in the Presidency Proper by 108,000 acres or 9 per cent, and in Sind by 162,000 
acres or 50 per cent, over the figures of last year. The area under sesame alone increased by - 
75,000 acres- in the Presidency Proper. The cotton area increased by 223,000 acres or 6 per 
cent, in the Presidency Proper and decreased by 11 per cent, in Sin^ though the increases over 
normal are 32'7 and 38 per cent, respectively. 

3. The irrigated area was 671,000 acres and 2’S per cent, of the net area cropped, the 
normal being about 8 lakhs of acres. Last year the figures were 643,000 acres and 2^9 per 
cent, respectively. In Sind the proportion fell again from 89 per cent, to 84 per cent., though 
the actual irrigated area expanded by 4-D per cent. The area under wells in the Presideney^ 
Proper decreased from 432,000 to 419,000 acres, a decrease due to the heavy .winter rains in 
North Gujarfit and the Karndtak : that under tanks increased from 3.5,000 t6 60,000 acres: 
while in Sind there was increase from 3,213,000 to 3,342,000 acros under Government 

Of crops irrigated in the Presidency Proper the areas under rice and wheat increased by 31,000 
and 28,000 acres respectively : that under sugarcane declined by 7,000 acres. 

4. In spite of the decreased area under well irrigation, the number of pakka wells fk' *' 
irrigation increased "from 150,596 to 152,453 ; there was, however, a decrease in the number of 
kacha wells from 96,766 to 95,084. It is, however, possible that the increase in the first ca^ is 

*0 “ore correct registration. Other wells numbered 99,336 pakka and45,S51 kaoha against 
95 958 and 44,679 for last year. Increases in the number of wells occurred in Khandesh, 
Nasik, Satitra and in 3 (hsfcricts of Gujardt while decreases took place chiefly in North'Gujardt, 
Poona, Sholapur and Bijdpur. Pakka and kacha tanks decreased by- 18 and 292 respectively. * 
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3.— Ckop Expejiimbnts. 

In the Presidency proper the programme of experiments laid down was carried out 
generally throughout., lu all 118 experiments have been reported from the Presidency 'proper 
during the year 1906-1907—28 from Gujarat, 86 from the Deccan, 24 froih the Karnatak, and 
30 from the Konkan. Of the experiments submitted 17 are on wheat, 14 i^n jowdri, 24 omrice, 
6 on b'ajri* 5 on rdgi, 8 on other cereals, 2toa tnver, 10 on ^ gram, 7 on other pulses, 4 on 
grsuntkint, 5i on sesame 3nd other oil-seeds, 7 on cotton, 3 on potato and> other garden crops, 
and 6 on sugarcane. * ^ 
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Hwenty-five experiments have been reported from Sind — 9 from L4r;tkna, 7 from Karachi, 
4 each from Hyderabad and Sukkur, and 1 from the Upper Sind Frontier. Of the tests sent 
up 9 are on wheat, 4 on iowftri, 3 on bdjri, 4 on rice, 2 on jambho, and 1 each cm barley, 
rapeseed and gram. " 


4. — Agmctiitueii, Expemmenis. 


The work of experiment and demonstration was carried on at all the Government farms 
.and stations during the yea* under report. The Poona Farm was made into a purely experi- 
mental station, the Dairy being separated from it. The season was on the whole good com- 
pared with those of the past years and comparatively reliable resultB were obtained from 
the experimeats undertaken, the principal of which are detailed below. 

• 

. ’ Cotton, 

1. Work Was continued on the Surat, Nadiad, Dharw^r, Dhnlia and MirpurkhSs stations. Ootton breecling. 
Praetloal results .have now been obtained in the production of an improved variety for the 

■Surtee-Broaoh tract, three crosses having been found to maintain their superiority over the 
local variety for 3 years without variation. It is calculated that a general improvement of 
10 to 12 per cent, in the cotton of the Surtee-Broaeh tract is now merely a c[uestion of time 
^d the necessary amount of soed. All the crosses at Dhdrw^r in which American figured as 
a parent have psoved disappointing. Attempts to improve the indigenous (Kumpta) variety 
** by selection and crossing were also carried on. Selection alone appears to promise well. 

The crosses at Dhnlia are disappointing so far, but further trials are to be made. 

2. >0ome SO tons of the Lalio variety were distributed in the Ahmedabad District. In DlBfcribntion of 
certain parts of the DharwAr District that ate favoured with early rains the demand for Broach 

cotton is considerable, though the gianing outturn is less than that of the local variety. 

Some 800 lbs. were distributed. The result of the distribution of Broach cotton for irriga- 
tion in 'some villages of the Deccan was not satisfactory as the cultivators failed to carry out 
the instructious given. 

S.- This work is necessarily confined to the Dhulia Station. Experiments were begun iimBtigntion of 
during the year under report upon 6 varieties of local cotton. It is impossible to draw any Khdudesh oottou, 
certain conolusiojis from the results at present. ” 


4. Fifty tons of fresh Egyptian seed were purchased and distributed in Thar and Parkar. ISgypMan cotton. 
The total area sown was 5,100 acres. The crop was attaoked by boll-worm and the result 
was unsatisfactory. Experiments at Mirpurkhas shew that the Metaffifi variety is superior to t 
the Abbassi for Sind.

• •'•<iE|x:perimeuts were made with various manures at Poona, Bardmati and Mirpurklids, The 
results'shew the utility of amonium sulphate, sulphate of potash, superphosphate, nitrate, nf ' 
Boda^ndVrude nitrate as aitificial manures,

The expgriments in oonneetion with Rab cultivation wore continued at Loniiula but the 
.results are unreliable as the site is unsuitable.

The investigations into the role played by manures have bpen concluded during the year 
under report and have led to the inaportant conclusion that the exhausting effects of crops 
upon a soil is due not to the exhaustion by the crops of the food inherent in the soil, but^to the 
excretion by the plant of an alkaloid substance extremely toxic to growing plants. This cou» 
ciusiou is,expeoted to lead to important results.

given uah r Act XII of 1884 and a slight falling offi in those granted under Act XIX of 1883, 
Striking decreases under Act XII of 1884 in the_ Gujarat districts are more than coumei- 
halince i by the extraordinary increases in the districts of Belgaum, Ahmednagaiv Poona, 
Bijairar and Sholapiu’. The largeness of the amounts advanced under Act XII of ISSi 
is due to the requirements of cultivators hit by the severe scarcity of 1905-1906. TherS^ve no 
abnormal fluctuations elsewhere, but there is a general decline in the figures for the Sind districts 
with the exception of Karachi and Hyderabad. 

o. — A gkicultijeal Stock. 

Pull statistics of the quiuquennial census of agricultural stock were given in Ihst year^ 
report Kinderpest made its appearance in every part of the Presidency except BroacSlDd 
Batn4gin and earned olf over 25,000 cattle. With this exception the condition of the cattle 
was on the whole good, 

, 7.— Bbbeding Oeebatioks. 

are no stock bulls the property of Government in the Presidency. The 
Ahmedabad Local Board, however, maintains 9 stud bulls and Surat and Ahmedua<-ar'‘one 
eachy but no returns aie available, 
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2. The Northcote Cattle Farm at ChMrodi has been managed during the year by the 
Superintendent on behalf of the Gnjarit Cattle Preservation Society. The Association have 
now, however, proposed, to hand the Farm over to Government. E,s. 8,580 were realized by the 
sale of animals, an incite of over Ka. 6,000 on last year. The animals on the Farm "were 
valned at Ks. 10,689 at the close of the year, their total nnmber being 2B5 compared with 

‘559 lasVyear. '' 

3. The number of etalliona remained the same as last year, ^ ai?., 6 horse and 12 pony HorSo-bieecUng. 
stalSon^ Tw?) Arabs anU one Kathi were purchased during the’ year, yrhile 2 ponies died. 

The number of mares covered Ins'S from 571 to 629, The cost of feed, keep, etc., of Government 
stallions rose from an average of Rs. 404 per annum to Rs. 446, or Rs. 3-8-0 per month, due to 
the higTier price of fodder. 

Fairs and Shows, , i

1. There were no horse shows held during the year, that at Ahmedabad being abandoned Horse Sbows, 
on account of plagbe. 

2. Four cattle shows were held during the year at Mhaswad, Sholapur, Ahmednagar 
and Surat, the Ahmedabad ^ow being abandoned on account of plague. At Mhaswad the 
entries increased from 231 to 350. Rs. 700 were awarded in prizes. The Sholdpur Show is 
gaining in popularity, the entries rising from 49 to 141. These two shows are held in con- 
nection witb Ndgoba and Sholflpur Cattle Fairs. At Ahmednagar and Surat the entries 
were 327 and 117 respectively, >nd the prize-money Rs. 676 and Rs. 425.

2, Breaks in observations occurred only at Kardcbi and Jamnagar. The publication of Observitious. 
the Daily Weather Report and Chart was continued as usual. The number of reporting stations 
was 58. The crop and weather telegrams were printed on Mondays and Tuesdays during the 
period frojp July to February. 947 vessels arrived in port. 1,652 oomparisons of barometers 
were made and'il,74S days' logs copied. From January 17th, 1907, the oorrectod reading of 
the barometer at 8 a. m, local time was published in the Bombay dailies with a view to 
enable officers of ■vessels to correct their instruments. 


2 . — Note on the Wbathee in the Bombay Presidency tor 1906-1907. 

1* The most noticeable feature was the fairly general distribution of the rains during Notioeable faa.tui'SB. 
^ the Monsoon period, the fall being from 2 to 18 per cent, above normal in all distriots except 
* the Konkan and West Deccan where it was from 11 to 16 per cent, in defect. 

2. The monsoon broke on the 12th Juue on the Konkan Coast with less'than its usual Monsoon, 
force. During this month, however, the rainfall in GujaiSt, North Deccan, Sahyadri Range and 
East Deccan was 43, 37, 5 and 9 per cent, in excess of normal, while in the IConkau and 
West Deccan it was some 28 to 17 per cent, in defect. The heavy rain continued through July, 
the excess varying from 2 to 46 per cant, : the West Deccan, however, was 15 per cent, in defect. 

During August two depressions caused heavy rain in Gujarat, while in the North and South 
Deedari distriots there was 30 and 27 per cent, excess respectively. The Sahyadri Range, 

Deccan and the Konkan showed a deficiency of 36, 19 and 8 per cent, respectively. 

Five depressions occurred in September, of which the second and third gave widespread rain 
over nearijrithe whole Presidency, except in the North Deccan where the deficiency amounted to 
—66 ^.er cent., in the Konkan 38 per cent, and in the East and West Deccan districts from 15 
to 8 per cent. 

The total result shows an excess of from 2 to 18 per cent, in excess of normal in all 
districts except in the Konkan and West Deccan where the defect ranged from 11 to 
1 6 per cent. 

3. — Note on the Weather at Bombay ih 1906-1907. 

prj TJie South-West monsoon rains appeared to commence regularly from the 6th June and Ka!Afall. 
ended on the 28th September. The total Ml for the year amounted to 56'42 inches only, being 
18'74 below the normal of 24 years, 1873-1896, June received a fall of 13'20 inches, July 
Adgnst 20'91, and September 3*94 against the respective averages of 20'16, 25-34, 

14-21 aud 11‘65 inches. There was an abnormal fall of 0-27 inch in February. 

*2. The mean temperature for the year under report was 79-9°, being 0-5° above the "Temperature,. 

. adrmal of 24 .years. The mean temperature of all the months during the year was within 2“ 
of the normal of the season. The highest mean daily temperature was 86 - 9 ° on the 5th June 
and the lowest 70‘2° on the let February. The absolute maximtim aud minimum temperatures 
as rScorded by the maximum and minimum thermometers were 94-0“ and 63-3“ respectively, 
the maximum being recorded on the 23rd October and the minimum on the 1st Eobrnary.

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3 . The mean hourly vefoeity q£ the wind for the year was 9'5 miles compared with 11 8 miles, 
the average of 24 years. The greatest mean hourly velocity in one day was p-1 miles on the 
22nd July and the least was 3-7 miles on the 2nd November. The greatest hourly velocity 
duriTi& the year was 30 miles and was recorded on the 27th August tetween 3 and 4 hours, 
while the velooityof a sicgle gust of wind as recorded by the s Anemometer reached as ^ 

much as 49 miles per hour (equal to 71 miles per hour of Beckley s) on the 8th June-between 
19*and 20 hours, ' r. ^

The usual seismological and astronomical observations were continued during the year ; 
the Bombay Magnetic Record has been discontinued from 31st March 1906 and trausi'erred 
to Alibig. The seismograph registered 59 earthquakes, 8 of which were very large disturbances.

n Owing to defects in .the parabolic mii'ror the new focal plane spectograpl;^ has not yet been 
adjusted. '^Proposals for improving the solar spectroscopic apparatus were submitted for 
approval to Sir Norman Loekyer in June 1905 : hie final apiproval was given in March of this 
year and definite proposals are to be submitted to Government shortly. The usual spectroscopic 
observations were forwarded to Sii- Norman Loekyer._ The observatory has agreed provisionally 
to participate in the scheme of the International Union of Solar Research for ^oo^-operation in 
this work. r

Locusts ga-«e little trouble. They appeared in parts of ShoKpurj Bijiipui’ and Dh^rwar in 
, June 190 3j but caused no damage. lu October they made their appearance in parts of Abmed- 
nagar, Poona and Sdtdra, slightly damaging the crops in places. Grasshoppers appeared in 
parts of Broach and caused slight damage to rabi JowSri and wheat. Towards the close of the 
locusts appeared in parts of Belgaunij Bijdpur and Dhilrwdr, causing damage to garden 
crops in a few places in the first two districts. 


9.-^Peioes. 

The season of the year under report was a more favourable one than that of the previous 
. year with the result of a fall in the price of the staple food-crops. In the case of jowari and 
bfiji'i there was a general increase in all districts of 'd seors per rupee. Even so, however, the 
prices are higher than the normal in Gujardt, the Deccan and the Karndtak by 1, 4, and 6'5 
seers in the case of jowdri and in the Deccan and Kamdtak by 1 and 6 seers in the ease of 
Though the rice harvest was generally good, prices ruled higher than those of last year, 
due partly to the restricted imports of Burma rice. Wheat also showed a rise ih price though 
the crop faj’ed well in Gujardt and fairly well in Sind ; in the Deccan and Kaindtak, however, 
th e efiasoE was not so favourable. The price of jdgri ruled lower, while that of tobacco was 
~ steady. The outturn of cotton increased from 12i Idkhs of bales to 19^ Idkhs or about 54 per 
cent on last year and94per cent, on the average of the preceding ten years. The prices obtained 
showed a drop of 1'5 per cent, in Broach, 3 per cent, in Dharwdr and 107 per cent, in Khdudesh 
due to a better season and a restricted demand from the East.

Wages. 

-The favourable eharaeter of the season produced its natural effect in a large rise in wages 
in vaifous districts. This increase was general in Gujai'iit with the exception of Broach. In 
the Deooan wages did not rise except in Sholdpur, but the rate remained at the high figure of 
the previous year. In the Konkan the rate of wages was unchanged, but there was a general 
rise’fe. prices Of the Karndtak districts Bijapur and Belgautn report a slight fall, but in 
DMrwfir there was an increase in the rate of over 50 per cent. In Sind an universal rise in 
wages was accompanied by a fall in prioes. The chief causes of the increase'in Gujarat are the '' 
j .shortage of agricultural labour due to the famine and to a small extent the demand from the 
mills, extended cultivation owing to the good' season, and tho taking up of land by petty eulti- 
vatm’s who pireviously worked as labourers. The same causes opemted more or less extensively 
in the Deccan. In the Konkan the, demand for labour was smaller and the supply larger. Of 
the Kamatak districts the rate of wages is naturally influenced in Dhdrwar by the presence of 
the gold mining industry. In Sind fever epfidemics lessened the supply of labour, while the 
demand was increased by th« good season and the exodus of M4rvvdri labourers to^ildiputfina.

2. The total .'expenditure upon the two gardens .amountrid to Rs. 20j290, and the cash 

receipts to Es. 22^784!, giving a surplus of Ss. 2,494. The rainfall was 10 inches below the 
average and unseasonable. The only plants that throve were weeds. However, the usuai" rainy 
season and cold weather annuals were grown more or less snceessfully in the Empress Gardens, 
fed the '■total revenue from flowers was Es. 4,74-9, or Es, SOO n^ore than in the previous 
year. The seeds supplied by English firms proved unsatisfactory ana they are to be obtained 
froija Germany in future. The income from the sale of plants amounted to Es. 8,348, an 
increase of Es. 1,751 upon the previous year. Work in the fruit orchard 'was hampered by 
the growth of weeds. The vineyards were attacked by diseases and yielded no fruit. The 
vegetable garden gave a fair outturn. The trees and plants im the experimental section 
progressed fairly well in spite of adverse conditions. The absence of a band, (combined 
with the hea-vy rates paid for water) accounts for the falling off in income at the BuncT 
Gardens. ''

4. Forests.

1. The area of reserved forest decreased by 481 acres only and that of protected forest 
increased by 62 squaz-e miles and 150 acres. The decrease is dee to correction of boundaries 
according to the sanctioned demarcation scheme, while the increase is caused mainly in Kolstba 
by the addition of wooded waste lands outside reserved forest for the woodland scheme sanction- 
ed in Government Resolution No. 1963 of 23rd February 1907, Revenue Department, The 
figures of last year for the Koldba Division are therefore included in those of thia cii'ole in 
comparing the retens for this and last year. 

2. Boundaries were demarcated along a length of 12| miles by cairns. One hundred and 
eight earthen mounds were replaced by tie-bars and some 200 new tie-bars were prepared in 
Mandviof the Surat Division for replacing earthen mounds. Repairs were made to existing 
boundary marks. Six hundred and eighty-nine cairns were erected in the Kol4ba Divisio^ 
The total cost of boundary demarcation amounted to Es. 1,964. 

3. The Revised Working Plan for the Halol forest of the Ranch Mahals Division has 
already been submitted to Government for sanotiou ; another for Kolaba is in course of sub- 
mission. The Mandvi plan duly countersigned by the Colleocor, Commissioner and the Super- 
intendent, Working Plans, is in press and will be submitted as soon as the printed copies are 
received. Coupes to the number of 273 with an area of 14,627 acres were laid out in Thdua at 
a cost of Rs. 534 by the Working Plans Surveyors. 

4. Prosecutions rose from 502 to 696 (including oases pending from last year) . Out of 
total number 408 cases appertain to Kolfiba.

Almost the whole of the Panch Mah4ls may be said 
to be now occupied for exploration and prospecting for manganese, 140 appheatious for licenses 
having been received during the year. The Shivr4.jpui'-Bamaukua mines already employ 
between 1,300-1,400 men. A few applications for licenses to prospect for maugauesa wera 
made in the Belgaum and Bijhpur Districts.

The advance in the construction of spinning, weaving and ginning factories w'a,s continued 
during the year. Four new factories were erected at Ahmedahad and more are in ’oonrse of 
building, while others were constructed in the Kaira, Panch Mahils, West and East Klidn'Sesh, 

A oona, Shnldpur, Sdtara and Belgaum Districts. The system of local treatment of local cotton 
noted in the report for last year is thus being still further extended. At the same time theM 
are signs that tlie^ merchant is turning his attention to industries other than those conneoted ’ 
with cotton. Thus, during the year, Kdnara has seen the establishment of a soap factory, 
a weaving factory, a cocoanut-oil press, and a saw-mill ; in Ndsik a sugar-manufaeturcog 
industry and a flour-mill, in SatSra a metal factory, and in Dhavw'ir an aloe fibre factory 
were opened. In Smd pressing factories for bran and floLir-mills are under construction. 
At AJimectnagar the grade of work turned out by the rug and carpet factory has been higher 
tUan ever before, owing to the increased attention paid to desig^i and colouring. Further 
r 
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efforts were made daring the year to preserve from decay the’ old handicrafts which are ia 

danger of supersession by the mill and the factory. In E^tnagiri the introduction of new and 

improved hand-looms seemS to' have given the industry new life, while in Belgaum the Local.Board 
are making strenuous^efforts in the same direction, and a similar movement is in cOnteiiiplation 
at Dhdrwdr. The progress of the Swadeshi movement will add a stimulus to this awakening 
of locaf energy, and ethporiums for the sale of local products are being ’opened in vations 
districts, in Ntfsik and Kaira, and are, meeting with the eneoifragement Of ofeeial 
patronage. , ’ • ' ^ 

While the year has been thns propitious to the new, the old established industries in 

Poona>and other towns have had a prosperous season. Such are the butter factories of 

Ahmedabad and Kaira, the silk and cotton industries of Yeola and MdlegSon, the metal 
and silk industries of Poona and the rice-hnsking industry of the Sind Districts. The 
good agricultural year, Combined with a large demand for labour, high wages and a busy 
marriage season, induced a demand for luxuries of all kinds.

Comparing' tho figures for the' 
decades ending 18^6-1886 and 1895-1896 with those for that ending 1905-1900 there is an increase 
of 66 and 16 per cent, respectively in those for jie latter period. Gnder merchandise iffiports, 
expanded by 1,64 lakhs, of which 82 Idkhs are accounted for by Mao7tin^,ry. ESporJjS iadiqii 
produce fell oil by 2,97 lakhs, of which Wheat, Cotton Twist aijid Tarn, and Opium account for 
142, 165 and 54 Mkhs respectively. The movements in recorded values do not, however, 
necessarily represent corresponding variations in the volume of the trade. Thus all Cotton^ Silk 
and Woollen Fabrics, Raw Silk and Metals show a steady advance in average prices, whil&

shows a considerable rise in price. Calculating on the prices paid in 1905-1006 the increase and 
decrease in imports and exports for 1906-1907 would be 2| and 9 per cent, respectively.

Woollen Goods declined by 
25 per cent, due to the great demand from Europe and America and the consequent starving 
of India. Arliclea of Apparel go to the record figure of 87'04 lakhs, Of other articles 
Electrical Appliances have g’one up by 8*26 Mkhs.

Opium mZeru a heavy fall of 15,875 or over 50 per cent in 
quantity and 22 per cent, in va]ue._ The high prices of Aldlwa Opium seem to have stiniulatact 
the export to China of Bengal Opium, which has therefore displaced the former to a certain 
extent. The group Raw Materials and Grmanufactured Articles is the most important of all 
the exports and shows a total increase of 1*22 crores or 5 per cent. Raw Cotton shows a small - 
^op ot 48 248 cwts, in a total of nearly 6i crores, but an increase in value of over 84 Mkhs 
due to the higher range of prices. Shipments to the Ear East were greatly reduced though 
Japan still remmns the largest buyer of Indian cotton with 5*6 crores. The decline in SeedS 
has been arrested this year to the extent of 2i per cent, in quantity and 1*3 crores in value, 
^Articles Manufactured and JJnmanwfaetured declined to the extent of 1*86 crores • a drop 
of 1-78 crores in Cotton Tam and Textile Fabrics is responsible for this. Last year’s flo'ureg 
however were quite abnormal. The China market was glutted, hence the falfing ol this" " 
year. Exports of Piece-goods show a decline of 10 million yards. This however is due to

The Khari Sluices are a continuation of the chain of irrigation of which the Hathmati Khari Sluices, 
and, Khari Cut dro the upper portion and cominand 8,000 acres of goo’d rice land. Two 
regulating tanks, the Groblaj and„pherai, supplied by the Khaii River araws yet only partially 
completed but were filled and were useful iu assisting irrigation during the year. The Khari 
River had ample water to fill them. 


The further removal of the weed ‘‘ Gha Bajaiia” from the Khari River also greatly bene- , 

fited the irrigation under the Khari Sluices. The obstruction to the free flow of water, caused? 
by the weeds no louge'r exists and the water now passes down without hindrance. 

The Tranza-'Nagrama and Wangroli Tanks and Canals were practically completed during Sew tanks in Kaira 
the year, while the Wangroli Tank was for the first time brought into operation. The former MBlifiU 

pair of tanks, however, failed to fill. They are dependent almost entirely for a supply on the 
Mater drains, which did nokflow to any appreciable extent. The main drain comes from Baroda 
territory, where moat of the water it broaght down was utilised. The area irrigated by these 
tanks and the assessed revenue is shown below : —

S Thcire jvas a decrease of 3, ■'183 acres in the area on Major Protective Works as compared 
wiin the average of the last ten years, but on the other hand there was a large increase of 
lJL'9,68i on the gross assessed- revenue. 


The dedrease in area on the Niva Canal was due to a fall in the area of rabi crops due to 
shoi^t supply in the Niva Eiver caused by the partial failure of the late rains. The gross assessed 
revenue is, however, the largest on record, and is due chiefly to the increase in the ai'ea of 
sugarcane and in the water-rates for sugarcane, monsoon and rabi crops. The Shetphal Tank, 
a' tank at the tail of the Nira Canal, only came into operation about five years ago, and the area 
and revenue have been steadily rising. Owing to shortness of water due to the tank not being 
completely filled during the year (owing to breaches in the bank of the Nira Canal) water could 
not bg given outside the blocks during the rabi season; otherwise, a further revenue of Rs. 3,000 
or Rs. d.,000 might have been obtained. The decrease in the area of Mhaswad was due to 
insufficient supply, the tank being quite empty at the beginning of the khaiif season and 
consequently the full demand for kharif crops could not be met, which resulted in a considerable 
decreate in the area irrigated. 

In the case of produotive works collectively, there was a slight rise in the area and consider- 
able rise in tje revenue as compared with the average of the last ten years. There was a rise of 
2,449 ‘aeres in the area and Rs. 45,200 in the revenue on the Mutha Canals, and on the Ekruk 
Tanjr, a rise of 705 acres in the area and Rs. 12,009 in the revenue. This was due in the ease 
of the Mutha Canals to the large area of kharif crops grown during the year. Owing, however, 
to partial failure of the late rains the draw-oflf from Lake Fife commenced about five weeks 
earlier thad usual and the area under sugarcane had therefore to be reduced by about 400 acres.

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The gross assessed revenue from irrigation for the year, although considerably higher than the 
average for 10 years, was thus lower than that for 190^-1906 by about its, 27,000. The 
increase in the case of Ekruk is principally due to the large demand for water which arose 
during the latter part of the rainy season when the September rains were delayed. In the ease 
of the other work^ under this head there is a fall in area and revenue. 

, For works rmder the head " Minor Works and Navigation,” there was very little difference' 
between the totals of areas and revenues as a, whole, oompai’ed with the average 'of last ten 
years, , ' ' « . 


There were increases both in areas and revenues in the case 'of the Shirsuphal and Bhadal- 
wadi Tanks in the Poona District due to the tanks receiving good replenishment in August and 
September and to their, therefore, being able to supply water to a large area of rabi crops. 
. The same reason was responsible for the rise in the figures for the Ashti and Koregaon Tanks 
in the ShoMpnr District. The Ojhar Canal in the Ahmednagar Oietriet, however, shows a 
considerable falling off, and this is mainly in rabi crops due to a poor supply in the river during 
ths rabi season. As regards the Jamda Canals in the East Khaudesh District, the falling 
oS in revenue and irrigated area apipears to be due to heavy rainfall in the kharif season. 


(1) Important events lohich /iave<oecurred conesrning Works. 

There were no events of much importance to record during the year, The rainfall was irot 
very satisfactory and the late rains partially failed in some places, one result being shortage of 
supply in the large ghat-fed storage reservoirs of Lake Fife and Lal^ Whiting (Bhatghar), 
The tanks, however, in the east of Poona and in ShoMjpur, with the exception Mhaswad, 
received timely repilenishraent in August and September. There was excaptionally beany rainfall 
registered at Kem in the centre of the catchment of the Wadshivne Tank op,,the ISth dmie^ 
f>'65 inches fell in 3^ hours, which produced a run-off of 58 per cept. of the rainfall gauged at 
Kem. The rainfall at Wadshivne itself was only 3'5 inches, the distance between the two 
stations being 3 miles, If the mean rainfall over the catchment be taken, the percentage of 
run-off would work out much higher. This is a typical catchment consisting of both cultivated 
and barren murum land. r ' 

(c) Engifieering questions that have arisen. 

The a,utomatic gates erected at Lake Fife still continue to prove very gatisfaotory. By 
their provision an additional sujjply of 794 million cubic feet can be stored with eertmnty at the ' 
end of the monsoon, whereas with the old arrangement of standards and planks, a smaller 
quantify could only be stored and that without any oertain-^ and at considerable risk to the 
dam. Automatic gates have been obtained for the Waghad Tank, but unfortunately oonld not 
be fixed this year, and similar gates have also been ordered for the masonry dam at Chankdpur. 

The experiments made in finding the line of saturation of the various earthen dams were 
continued, r, 


Surveys, etc. . 

Plans and estimates for improvements to the water-supply of Poona and Kirkee Canton- 
ments and Poona City were submitted to Government during the year, 

A survey was completed for 2 eanals, one on the Left Bank and one on the Right Bank 
of the Pathri Tank, to command 7,000 acres and the project for the same is under preparation. 

In th e Khdndesh Irrigation District, besides the gauging of the River Panjlira at Pankheda 
and Dhulia, the Aner at Gangpur, the Mdnad at Saigaou and the Tdpti near Bliusdyal,, c&ried 
out on behalf of the Superintending Engineer on Special Duty (Protective Works}", the rivers 
of — »

(2) The Arunavati at Karwand, 

(3) The Kan at Khandbara, and 

(4) The Bori at Purmapdda, ^ 

were gauged in connection with 2 >roposed storage tanks in the Khdndesh District. The com- 
^etion of the survey for the first two projects is in abeyance, but the projects for works at 
Khandbara and Purmapdda are under preparation. Surveys for improvements to a^ large 
number of bandharas and channels in the Khandesh Irrigation and Ndsik and Ahmednagar 
Irrigation Di^rlots were in progress dui-ing the year. Detailed surveys for distribujifiries fro^p 
the Girua Left Bank Canal were in progress and a systematic and thorough contrar ujan m 
being prepared for the same.

T|ic block system of irrigation introduced on the Nira Canal and the Shetphal and 
Rbad^wadi Tanks worlred satisfactorily during the year. The boundaries of blocks under^the 
A ira Canal have baen demarcated by means of stones. lathe hot weather, with a view to 
determine the minimum number of days required to irrigate crops, the Nira Canal Was divided 
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into sis seotions and each was supervised by a sub-oveyseer or by the sab-divisional officer who niaoi^nTioK- 
took care to have the irrigation completed as rapidly as possible. Further experiments will be , — ■* 
made in the direction and the results should prove very useful. 

Mr. Mirza’s self-acting module alluded to in last year’s report was, removed froln the 
pumping station to the distributary in the 14tb mile of the Mutha Eight B&nk Canal. The 
module, however, was found not to satisfy two important conditions — (1) that it should keep 
the discharge automatically constant, however much the water levels may vary in the canal or 
in-the distributary channels or in both at the same time, (2) that it shokld be free from de- 
rangement by weeds. 

The telegraph line on' the Nira Canal continued to prove of great assistance in the efficient 
regulation of the supply of the canal.

» SouTHEEN Division. 

The entire irrigation in the Southern Division comes under two classes, namely, (1) wgiks Preliminary, 
for which Capital and Revenue Accounts are kept and which are directly managed by the 
Public "Works Department, and (2) second class works mostly managed by the cultivators 
themselves, and for which .-special, -repairs and improvements are carried out by the Public 
Works Department. " 

The area irrigated- yearly by the former'class of works is about 25,000 acres and by the ^ 

latter — reliable figuressfor these are not available — perhaps about 160,000 ; total about 175,000 
acres. .-The ^umber of woyks of fihe former class is 14 and of the latter about 3,600.

^ @n the whole both area and revenue showed a deei'ease of 11 per cent, as compared with 
the results of the previous year' and 6 and 1 per cent, respectively compared with the average oft 
the past 10 years. If the Krishna Canal is excepted, there was an increase in the area irrigated 
. tm the remaining 5 works in the Sat&a District as compared with the previous year. The 
‘ decrease on the Krishna and Gokdk Canals was principally due to want of demand for water. 
The^fallino’ off in the demand on the Gokak Canal is attributed to timely and copious rainfall. 
In the Dharwdr Irrigation District the monsoon rainfall was unsatisfactory, the rabi rains 
failed and four out of the five tanks in the district were almost dry from April to J uly 
1906.' 
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AttheGokak Storage t'^orta the water first flowed over tlie Weir on the 24th June 
1906 and the maximum flood occurred on the 24th July wh^ the water level rose to 2-81 feet 
above the present weir crest, namely, R. L. 2008-06, the discharge being estimated at 41873 
onbie feet per second equal to a run-off of 0-06 inch per hour from the whole catchment basin 
(1,080 square mijesj. 

rAn increase in the storage of 214 million cubic feet, equivalent to 23 days’^suply for 
mills and irrig-ation, 'Was obtained by temporaryy raising a wall 1 74 teet High on the weir 


crest after the monsoen. 

The storage was first drawn upon on. the 10th January lfli)7. 

The work of raising the waste weir and outlet tower commenced in the previous ye?.r was 
completed during the year at a total cost of Es. 34,077. The expenditure during the year was 
Es. 23,820. 

Easp&fimeKt in evapoTation. and aisorpiion. — The observations for evaporation at the Gokdk 
storage reservoir were continued. The loss during the year (omitting the period from 1st _ J une 
to Slst August) amounted to 7‘095 feet in vertical depth exclusive of the lo^h by absorption of 
which no observations were made. filKperiments for loss of water in transit were made on the 


Lqlsur Distributary. 


Observations for these were continued during the year and the results reported to 
Government. 

The cultivation of Broach cotton was tried during the year unde/ Me"dleri, Asundi and 
Dambal Tanks. The seed was supplied fi-ee of cost by 'the 'Agricultural ^epaftment. 
At Dambal the experiment proved a success and the net profit 'realized was Tls. 115 
per acre. The experiment failed at Medleri and Asiindi, partly on account of -the heavy and 
untimely rains and partly thi-ough loattention on the part of the ryots to the instracticns of 
the Agricultural Department as regards sowing the seed.

Several new works were commenced or extensions of old works undertaken in order to 
provide employment for famine relief. In the Belgaum District, the Mnrgod and Shedbal 
Tanks and the Gokdk Canal extension were in hand. The total expenditure on those ijorks 
amounted to Es. 1,22,680. In the Biidpur District, the ICalaskop, Sangogi and Hirllnf Tanks 
were in progress ; the famine expendibuie on the three works together amounted to Es, 59,364. 
In the Hdtdra District the Goregaon Tank was in progress for a time ; the total expendituTre on * 
the work was Es, 13,849. ' ^ 


Work done iy the Supierintending Engijieei' on Special Enty. 


The Special Duty work was constituted agreeably to the orders contained in Government 
Eesolution No. E. — 1903 of 21st July 1906, and the Superintending Engineer ofl Special 
Duty as.sumed charge of his work on the 5th July 1906. 

The actual survey operations were commenced in the beginning of August when 3 Assistant 
Engineers were posted for duty to this Division. Surveyors were also then transferred- from 
the establishment employed on survey of Protective Irrigation Works, and more were employed 
later on, from time to time, as requirements developd. , ^ 

This Division having been constituted solely for the purpose of working up'^small 
Protective Famine Project^ suitable for inclusion in the famine programme, the pminciple 
adopted in selecting works is to seek for such works only as can be executed and completed 
ordinarily iu one famine; the works are consequently of small nature, costing abo at J[ to 2 " 
lakhs, and in no case, exceeding 10 lalihs. Soon after the constitution of the special duty, 
proposals were submitted by the Superintending Engineer and approved by Government 
regarding the extent to which provision is to be made in the programme for each separate 
district and each taluka of the district where ojjerations were already commenced. „ This was 
based on the principle that suflieient work was to be provided for each district, to give employ- 
ment to the total number of relief workei’S that were actually ^employed during the two ■ 
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famines of 1896-1897 and 1899-1960 to 1901-1902. The amount thus arrived at for each 
district was distributed amongst ijhe talulias roughly according to population with slight 
modifications to suit local conditionsj having regard to the extent to which the talulras were, 
comparatively, affected during these famines. ’ , 

The actual work done during the year under report was the prospecting fcsr sites for small 
iitigaliod tank works of the nature described above, and for terracing of fields in different 
tdlukas of Uhe 4,hmeclnagar, Sholapur and Bijaprar Districts, a^ drawilig up projects in 
■' conHection-with the same. Later on, however, some other forms of work^ have been under- 
taken, vig., reclamation or levelling' of rough ravine land near large rivers, and constructing 
field embankments for impounding water that runs to waste. The details of work done up to 
the end af March 1907 are given below ; —

The work in this district was commenced on the 1st of August 1906. Up to March 1907 
nine tank projects, including estimates for terracing fields in the vicinities of the tanks, were 
prepoared, two of wfiioh, vie., for the Thergaon Tank and Durgaon Tank, both in the Karjat 
Tdluka, were submitted to Government. The remaining projects were then under preparation 
or revision, and many of theril have been subsequently submitted to Government. The total 
atftonnt of estimates for alt the nine projects for work available for famine relief, calculated at 
normal rates, was Its. 29 Jakhs, and of the two submitted to Government Es. 6^ lakhs. In 
addition to the above a ijumber of surveys for terracing projects were made. 

* " ’ 2. — S/wlapur District. 

The work in this district was commenced on the 1st of August 1906, and dming the year 
under report I? tank prrojeets, including estimates for teiuacing fields in the vicinities of the 
tanks, Vere prepared, the total amount of which (for works suitable for famine relief calculated 
at normal rates) was 2?,\ lakhs. Of these '12 projects, three were submitted to Government of 
tho-xiggregate cost of Es. 7 Mkhs, vie., projects for Kairaala tank, Karmala Taluka, Katewadi 
Tank, Mddha TsUipka, and Vagholi Tank, ShoMpur Tdluka. Several terracing works were 
It also surveye'd. 

S , — Bijdpur District. 

The survey d\jei'ations in this district were eommeneed on 26th J uly 1906. Bight tank 
^pirojeots, including estimates for terracing fields in the vicinity of the tanks, of the aggregate 
cost of Es. 22 lakhs, were prepared j of these eight projects, two were_ submitted to Govern- 
ment up to the encrof March 1907, vis., Tadvalga Tank and Hanjigi Tank, both in the Inch 
Tdluka. The amount of these estimates was Es. ^ lakhs. Surveys were also made for a 
number of terracing projects. 

'In. addition to the works referred to above, a number of sites were finally surveyed, but 
projects for these were not submitted till after March 1907 to the Head Office, in 
Ahmodnagar Dietrjnt, 7 in ShoWpur District and 4 in Bijdpm’ District. Also some additional 
sites were piartially surveyed upj to March 1907, the surveys beiug continued in the next year.

The special surveys for Protective Irrigation Works in the Bomhay-Deccan were continued Samya for Frotec. 
during the year. The investigations carried out were partly in connect-ion with^ the improv - ® 

meuts to projects which had been previously investigated and partly for new projects. -^s. 

Theljodaveri Project submitted iu the previous year was sanctioned by the Secretary of 
State and its construction commenced, 

A preliminary report on the Nira Canal and a revised project for the Gokak Canal were 
submitted during the year. 

Other important projects under investigation were the Kukadi, the Mula and the Ghat- 
prabha.Ei^t Bank Canal. 

Preliminary investigations were in hand for the Krishna, the Malprabha and the extension^ 
of the Godaveri, besides other minor schemes. 

The following is a brief account of the progress on the principal projects arranged in. order 
of geographical position of the valleys to whioh they pertain. 

€'he Godaveri Project sanctioned and commenced during the year oomprises one Goiarevi Piojest, 

taiik on the Darna Eiver near Igatpuri, a pick-up-weir at hTandur-Madhameshwar on _ e 
main Godavari and two cajials 48 and 72 miles long on the left and right banks of the nver 
respectively. " 

B 1086-17 * " „ 
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Investigations for stor^e tanks in the valley were continued. The Nandur-Madhamesh- 
war weir site was further surveyed. f. 

Ij was found that a dam 5 miles long would be reijuired and much valuable land which 
can he irrigated by the proposed Darna Bight Bank Canal and the Godaveri Left Bank Canal 
taJdug off from (Gangapur would be submerged. A. report and rough estimate for the jiroposals 
weice submitted to Government in January 1906. ^ 

Two minor storage psojects were investigated in the Upper Godavers Valley, namely, 
Godaveri Storage afi Gangapm* and Eadva Storage at Palkhed. 

At Gangapur contours have been run to show the volume obtainable ; three dam sites have 
been investigated. The trial-pits have not shown veiy favourable foundations, and the,, surveys 
have been stopped. 

'' AkBalkhed, a fair tank site has been found a little below the ju'esent 'sfeir on the Kadva 
Eiver, and surveys for it are in progress. 

r Estimates for the Mula Project are being prepared by Mr, Benson, Executive En^neer, 
Ahmednagar. The scheme as now proposed consists of (a) two large storage reservoirs on 
the Mula River at Chas and Mandvi, (i) a pick-up-weir and canal head-works at Tas, (e) a 
canal which commences on the left bank and crossing the river by',^ syphon at the 16th mile 
extends to 46 miles on the right bank, at which mileage it crosses a spur and gains comm^d 
beyond. 

This project was submitted to Government after the close of the ;^r and has been returned 
by them for further investigation. ft, ’ 

Survey for the Kukadi Canal was continued ; a low level rising contour starting^rom the 
ridge at Kern in the Sholapur District is being run to Nirgudsar in order to determine whether 
the water from the Ghod River could be delivered into the ICukadi Left Bank Canal. » 

A dam site near Sirur was examined and abandoned on account of the large volume of 
water it would be necessary to store below canal outlet level. ^ 

A report and rough estimate of the work done have recently been submi'yieQ. to Government 
and indicate the possibility of getting the Ghod water into the Kukadi Canal. Orddra directing i- 
the line of investigation to be followed have been received. 

A complete preliminary report on the Nira Bight Bank Canal project has been submitted 
to Government. ir 

A high level contour with a fall of 9" per mile has been surveyed to determine whether it 
is possible to take a canal through the ridge on the left of the valley of th^ upper part of the 
Krishna. This survey has confirmed the previous deduction that it is not practicable to deliver 
the Krishna waters on to the land of Bijapur without pumping. 

A dam site at Dhom at the head of the Krishna Biver is being sm'veyed. 

A report on this project was submitted to Government after the close of the year. 

A complete project for a canal with storage tank at Daddi has been prepared and submitted 
to Government. The Daddi site mentioned in last year’s report has proved suitable and it has 
been found possible to store 60,000 million cubic feet, if necessary, with a dam only lOl'S feet 
high. The foundations are good, and the tank will submerge very little laud in Native States. 

The proposed canal will command a gross area of 498,000 acres. 

Surveys are in progress for a right bank canal taking off direct from the Daddi Tank. 
The broken coimtiy near the dam site is very difidcnlt, but a preliminary alignment has been 
made for 65 miles extending to Yergatti, and the information obtained indicates tlj^e possibility 
of oopstructing this canal and commanding a very large area probably over 700 thousand acres 
between the Ghatprahha and Alalprabha. ” r ^ 

Survey for a tank at Asoga and a left bank canal on the Malprabha Eiver are in progress- 
and the canal contoured for about 30 miles. 

There were 17 rain gauges maintained by the special duty staS during the year. 

Twenty-eight additional rain gauges in the river valleys under investigation were proposed 
during the year and have since been sanctioned by the Government of India. 

Twenty-sis river gauges are maintained by the Superintendmg Engineer on Special 
Duty. The returns for 12 more river gauges in charge of the Executive Engineers of the 
districts concerned are received in his office and the results tabulated there. 

A number of wells have been selected along the proposed canal lines, and observations 
taken of their water level. ' *■ 

This was the fifth year of the special duty surveys and the expenditure of the year was

The river beg-an to rise towards the end of May, reached its fair irrigating level of 13 feet 
■ on the Bukkur gauge on 1st July and remained higher than this level frem 1st July to 26th ' 

September (with the exception of 4 days, 10th to 13th September), altoge^er for 84 days as ’ 
compareii with 86 days of the previous year, or 4-4 days iu excess of the average of the pfevious 
JO years. * 


The fair irrigating level of 17 feet on the Kotri gauge was registered for 85 days from 
Sth July to 30th September, the largest number of days on record, with the exception of 
the y«ar 1894, and 40 days in excess of the average number for the 10 years ending 1906. The 
year was specjally distinguished by the prolonged period of high inundation and great 
•disohai-ges ; for 78 days Jhe gauge at Kotri read IS feet or over, and for 21 days, 20 feet or ofer. 
This prolonged period of great flood severely tried the protective flood embankments along the 
wholo length of the Indus; the banks in Upper and Central Sind were successfully maintained, 
but in the lower*Delta, breaches occurred in both hanks as described in the paragraphs below. 


The highest reading for the year was 16‘6 feat on 22nd August on the Bukkur gauge, and 
20'9 feet on the 29th August on the Kotri gauge; for the previous year the highest readings 
"were 16'7 feet and 19'1 feefrespectively. 

There i^as hear^ rainfall at the end of August. As the inundation had been so excellent, 
the ,ram was not required for the crops and caused blight to the jowdri crop. The rain added 
seriously "bo the difflculty of ’maintaining the river embankments against the flood waters 
then' aE their highest. 

The rainfall during the year was 5 inches 33 cents, as compared with 3 inches 74 cents in 
the previour year. 

The average of the last 10 j'-ears was 4 inches 17 cents.

n Ind'tts Bight Banh Division. 

The Main wall Project as originally sanctioned has been completed. A revised estimate for 'Uahiwfth. 
improving the distribution of water has been prepared and is awaiting sanction. 

The impflivements to the Sattah Canal were piractically completed. It was opened on Isb Sattah Oanal. 
Juno and ceased to flow on the 17th October, It worked very well. 

The DsaerKCanal was opened on the 3rd June. During the early part of the season, the Deserb Canal, 
supply was excellent ; but, owing to the main stream of the Indus entering the feeder dhund 
and cutting heavily, the canal mouth silted up, and from August the supply fell off. The old 
1891 mouth was then opened, but matters were not much improved thereby, and the canal finally 
■c^sed to flow on the 7th October 1906. 

The area under rabi was consequently very much reduced, but the damage done to the 
kharif crops was not great. 

The Escape Channel on the right bank above the Head Eegulator was again damaged. 

The Escape was built to deal with the floods from the Shori Nai. These have, however, been 
praetiffiilly entirely cut off by the Adiowah, and the escape passes river flood water into the ’ 
canal. 

The discharge is cousequuntly far greater than it was meant to bear. A bund has now 
bften placed across it to shut out the river flood. 

The Adiowah worked excellently as did its new branch. 

" Two new distributaries were excavated, from mile 16 of the Murad wah for irrigating high 
Iannis ouTach side of branch No. 1. They will come into operation this season. 

^ The Unharwah was opened early in June and worked excellently throughout the season. Uuh&wali, 
The rahi crop was large ou the lower reaches. 

The Bogaii Canal is passing through troublous times. The continual attempts to^ for3e TBegari Canal, 
water down to the poorly supplied lands at the tail has caused very heavy scouring both in the 
upper reaches and in those below the Ssth mile regulator giving a very much greater discharge 
for the same height of water ou the gauges at thes? points, and measures taken to get the same'' 
le^el of water into the canal have aggravated the damage. A somewhat improved supply was 
obtained for tho lower part by rotations, Many of the largest karias have been reduced this 
year aifd it is hoped that the tail supply .will be better. 

* The construction of the Choi branch has been iu progress ; but Uke all works, it has suffered 
from lack of labour.

The Kashmor Bund was first touched by water on the 2nd of June and rotnaiued wetted 
till the 10th July 1906. Thera were several leaks, but all were successfully stopped, Auotliei; • 
rise began on July 30th and continued till after the middle of Ang’asfc. This rise brought water 
against the hirad between miles 21) and 30 for the first time for about 11> years. Hafcurally 
there was a good deal of trouble, culminating in two small broaolios yhllhh were s^icesssfully 
closed very shortly after their occurrence. , ' 

Owing to the vary high inundation, water touched all the bunds in the Shiljarpur, Gliar, 
Western Nara, and Karachi Canals Districts, and they wore soverely tried causing leaks whjcli 
were successfully closed. In the Kar.dchi Canals District there was a large nunihur of leaks' and' 
several breaches. The largest breach was in the Baghar-Uchito Bund, and a largo bop round 
the site of it is being built at a cost of Es. 9,271. ' ^ * 

The contour survey of the Kai'dcbi Canals District and surveys in eciimSctiou with the 
Ghotki, Sehar and Western Nara Remodelling Projects were completed, and that for remodel- 
ing the Char Canal was in progress.

The Eastern Nara System comprises the Nnra, the Mithran Can.al, the HeTau, the Klnpra, 
the Thar and the Hiial Canals. Excepting the Khipra and the Herau, all are peronnial. The 
total annual cultivation is above SdOjOOO acres, of which 80 per cent, is by flow irrigation. 


275,500 acres of cultivable land depend on the sujjply they can obtain from the natural 
channel of the Nara. The expenditure daring tho year was ' Bs 25,469, The cultivation 
during the year will be about 128,800 acres against 57,028 acres last year. Tihe averao’S for 
tho last 10 years is 48,850 acres.

The ca 2 )ital expenditure -was Es. 16,905 mainly incurred on constructing chowkis at Bobi Jamrao Canal, 
and Doulatpur, and on plantations on the West Branch and minors. 

The canal and its minors were maintained in good order at a coat of Es. 1,82,0.56, 

The conditions ..at thebead- works are quite satisfactory, and the groynes at the head of the 
canal have be^en well itfhintained, Groynes were also constructed on the berms of the mai n 
canal in iftiles '69 and 70, where considerable erosion bad taken place. The berms have now 
silted up to full supply level, and to their full width. The canal was closed for 10 days only, 
from Ist to 10tb''Biay, and during the closure all masonry works were inspected and necessary 
repairs' carried out. These, were trifling, except at the 66th mile regulator, where extensive 
pitching was required to protect the regnlator from scour. With the exception of short lengths 
in ftur minors, where drift sand had accumulated, no clearance was done, as experience shows 
that these canals, jvbieli always carry a steady eujjply of water, maintain a channel suited for 
* their discharge. 

The area cultivated during the year under report will be about 2,68,385 acres. This is a 
decrease of about, 39,838 acres compared with last year’s area, but it is 42,980 aoies above the 
.average of the past 7 years, and 10,385 acres gi-eater than the area which was originally 
estimated in the forecast statement of the project. The decrease in this year’s cultivation is 
entirely due to seaegity of labour in the rabi season. 

No new colonists were imported from the Punjab. An area of 7,151 acres was, however, 
given to relatives of Punjabis, already settled on the canal, who had come to Sind in the hope 
of receiving grants. Besides this, an allotment of 11,196 acres was made in extension of 
holdijigs to military pensioners and other colonists. 


Owing to changes in the course of the river, the supifly in the Dad canal has been very 
nneertainj it has 'been necessary to dig a new mouth every year, at heavy expense, with the 
result that the canal has not paid its working expenses. The mouth out last year has, however, 
worked very satisfactorily, but the necessity of an assm-ed supply from a permanent head from 
a place like Eohri is much felt. The area originally cultivated before iminovements was 39,684 
acres, and" it has gradually increased to 80,050 acres, notwithstanding the diflioulty with the 
mouths. In 1905-1906, for the first time since the coming into operation of the canal, the 
, month worked satisfactorily, and oultivation largely increased, and it is expected that the 
projest anticipations of 145j393’aores will be realized, if the new head continues to work as well 
as it has "done this year. 

• ■ The capital expenditure of the year amounted to Es. 18,837, and was incurred on excavating 
"• a new head Co James wah and building a regulator over it, and on Karia bead regulators. 

An area of 10,569 acres was given to Sindhi zamindttrs specially recommended, and to local 
men in extension of their holdings. 

. The^ improved Nasrat canal has been in operation for the last 4 years, and has worked very Kagr?y7aiial. 
satisfactorily. The large area of flow land commanded by it has been rapidly taken up, and the 
area of caltivation has much inoreasod. The supply in this canal lasts longer than is usual in 
inundation canals. It was opened in February 1906, to give water for drinking purposes in 
the Nasrat Desert with 5'5 feet head of water and it continued to flow to the end of December. 

The supply throughout the year was plentiful. There were several breaches in the canal, but all 
ware promptly closed. 

Tne capital outlay during the’year amounted to Es. 72,442 and was incurred on (1) Eegulator 
at head of Madadwah, (2) Bridge and regulator over Amurji branch on road from Hyderabad'' 
ip Eohri, (3) Bridge over Nasrat in mile 14, (4^ Inspection chowkl atLakha, mile 16 or Nasrat, 

”“(5) Inspectioh chowki at Halani on Lundowah and (6) Karia head regulators. Parallel 
distributaries along the right bank of Nasrat, above Lakba regulator, were completed during

Cultivation during the year were exceptionally good throughout the district, and will be 
above the average. ^ ^ . 

The principal canals under this head are the Naulakhi, Mehrabr Dambro, Ban, Gharo 
Mahmndo, Kari Shumali, and Hasir, all of which worked satisfactorily. 

The measures adopted to prevent flooding on Eenwah around Sakrand were itnsuooessful. 
Arrangements have now been made to bund up the Rea altogether at its head and to feed it 
through Ohhiaowah, a small canal taking off from the Nasri Dhand. A new cut from Eenwah 
to feed Ghari Fatehpur was completed at a cost of Es. 4,13?, and a sub-divisional offlce at Tando 
Alahyar was also completed at a cost of Rs. 3,987. -- , 

_ The preliminary sm’vey of the proposed canal from Rohri to Hyderabad was completed 
dui'ing the year, and the preliminary report drawn up and submitted by Dr. Thos Summers. 
Detailed surveys have been sanctioned, and are in progress. n ^ 

Es. 1,274 were expended during the year on the commencement of a preliminary survey in " 
connection with the Eastern Nara Project to include the following worlcs — 

(1) Remodelling the Mithrao Canal, and the Thar Canal, on the Tines ol the Jamrao 
Canal to provide better facilities for irrigation or wider distribution of the water. 

(2) A canal in the “ unprotected ai-ea ” with the object of irrigating the “ unprotected” 
area between the Nara, and the Mithrao protective embankment. The canal will command 
an area of about 480 square miles. 

(3) Naokot Canal. The object of this canal is to extend irrigation Cli the left bank of 
the Nara below Naokot, an area of about 50,000 acres. 

(4) Canalising the Nara river Horn Rohri to Makhi to confine water to the main 

channel and prevent spill over the banks into the sand-hills and provide for the extension 
of cultivation on the whole Nsu-a system. ■- 

(5) Canalising the Heranwah, a small canal, which at present is without banks. 

(C) Irrigating the Jatri and other dhands for rahi cultivation, About 6 OOOmcres 
can he iiTigated. ^ . 

A"new loop was constructed behind mile 1 of the Naulakhi Bhorti Bund as tke river had 
cut away a portion of the loop constructed in 1^03, The river has approached tliis bund at* 
mileage leaving only 2,000 feet, and proposals for a new loop are under cousideratiojr. As ' 
already mentioned, the river embankment near Bndhka Takar faileil resulting in the flocSling 
of a very ]ar,ge tract of country in the Guui Tdluka of the Hyderabad Colleotorate, and in the 
^Mirpur Bathoro and Jati Talukas of the Karachi Colleotorate 

Existing plantations on canals have been maintained, and e.xtended. Many trees including 
several thousand cuttings of shade trees have been planted along the l-anks of the Jamrao and 
its minors. These are reported to be growing well.

The borings for the Sukkur Weii' were completed along one section at the proposed 
weir site, 5.0 feet apart, with extm borings at intervals of 26 feet in the deep cliam\el, averao'- 
ing about 250 feet in width in the middle of the river. £ock was met with at each of, these 
borings, generally at moderate depths, its maximum depth below the zero of the Biitkur 
_^.gange was 103-2 feet, and below highest recorded flood level, ]2rl feet. Boeings were also ■ ’ 
completed in two Imes parallel to the above line, 200 and 400 feet higher up-stream, except 
in the deep gorg;?, where borings will be completed next cold -weaijher. A-o boring experiment 
waa made with a one inch water jet pips working inside a 2^ inch drive pipe, the result being i 

that a depth of 80 feet was bored»in sand in 5 hours, instead of the 4 or 5 days required with 
the boring apparatus which has been in use up to the present time. A jet apparatus has been

Two new gauges wWA were established iu the Hyderi and Uchito branches of the river Gauges, 
below their bifurcation ai-e being read regularly at low and high tides, at intervals of 1 5 
minutes, during 2,to 3 hours, aud the lowest and highest results are taken as the low and h^h 
tide readings. ' v. 

Two self-registering tic^ gauges which have been received from England will be fixed in 
the next working season at the,(Ohowgazo) Hyderi and Uriiito mouths. 

The work on the delta lines will be carried out in May and June 1907 as establishment was Delta Section Lines, 
not available for it-in the early part of the season. , 

Discharges were ob'Served regularly at Sukkur and Eoiri throughout the Abkalani season 
and during ’tne cold y-eatliei', dhe velocities being taken by Haskell current meters. The 
maximum discharge measured at Sukkur for this year was 610,580 cubic feet per second on 
the 21st Augnso ’1900, when the mean velocity was 8*43 feet per second, and the Bukkur 
gauge’ read 16-4 feet. The ’maximum gauge reading for the season at Bukker was 16‘6 on the 
22nd August 1906. 

The minimum discharge measured at Sukkur for the year was 32,951 ouseos on the 9th 
January 1907, whnn the mean velocity was 1’21 feet per second and the Bukkur gauge read 
— 0-2 feet.^ The lowest gauge reading for the year was — 0-6 on the 4th February 1907. The

1. The total length of railway open to traffic under the administrative control of the 
Government of Bombay was 8,168'81 miles. Of this, 63-82 miles were opened during the year, 
the new lines being the extension of the Indian Midland Railway in Agra City from Raja-ki- 
Mandi to Belliugunj (Broad gauge, r94 miles) j the Bdrsi Town Tadwala and Bdi’si Road 
Pandharpur extensions of the Bdrsi Light Railway (2J feet gauge, 56'91 miles) ; anchthc 
Mariyamanahalli (Manganese) Branch Railway (metre gauge, 4'97 miles) from Marlyamana- 
halli station on the Hospet-Kottur Rahway (which is worked by the S. IVh Railway) in the 
Madras Presidency which was opened for goods traffic only from the Ist December 1906. 

2. Of the lines previously sanctioned for construction, work was in. progress on the 
Warora-Bellai'pur extension (.G. I. P. Railway) broad gauge, 37'59 miles ; the Bombay Harbour 
Branch of G. I. P. Railway (from Kurla to Mazagnon with a link to M£him) broad gauge, 
7’83 miles ; the remaining section (Nawai to Sewai-Madopur) of the Jaipur State Railway'-, 
metre gauge 40-65 miles ; the Matherau Light Railway (2 feet gauge, 12-79 miles) which was 
completed and opened for traffic on the 15th April 1907 and i.y being worked by the G. f, P. 

. Railway ; the branch line to be owned by the Kiatna District Local Board in the Madras Presi- 
dency from Bezwada Station (S. M. Railway) to Masulipatam, metre gauge 49^ Vniles.; the 
Sangli State Railway from Miraj (Junction station of the Southern Mahratta an^ Kolhapur ' 
State Railways) to Sdngli Town, metre gauge 6-77 miles, which was completed and opened for 
traffic on the 1st April 1907 j the extensions of His Highness the GAelcwdr’s Mehsana Rail-sftiys 
(from Manund Road ni'd Cbansama to Bechraji -with a branch from Chansama to Harij (a total 
'distance of 38-11 miles) on the metre gauge; and the remaining section of the Cutch State 
Railway from Anjar to Bhuj (2J feet gauge 25-38 miles). The Gwdlioi- Dai-bar also''hav 0 in 
hand the construction of the Shabnlgarb-Sheopur extension of their 2-feet gauge system, 
G6-S9 miles. 

Duriug the year construction work was also commenced on an extension of His Highness 
the Gdekwar’s Slehsana Railway from Kheralu to Dabhora (metre gauge, 7‘73 miles) ; on a 
branch line from Kurnool Road (Dhone) Station on the Southern Mahratta Railway tc KurnooJ 
Town, metre gauge, 32 miles ; and on the Mariyamanahalli (Manganese) Branch Railway metre 
gauge, 4-g 7 miles (referred to in paragraph 1 above) which was opened for goods traffic from 
the 1st December 1906. 

3. The survey of about 832 mfles of railway was completed during the year. - *' 

4. On the 21st June 1906 the Secretary of State intimated to the Board of Directors of 
the Southern Mahratta Rail-way Company his intention to determine the existing oontAot 
with that Company on the SOth June 1907. This date has since been extended to the 30th 
June 1908. 

In the report for the year 1905-1906 reference was made to the determination, by purchase 
of th^ Company’s lines, of the then existing Oontr 5 ,jts between 'the Secretary of State and the 
B. B. & 0. 1. Railway Company and to the temporary working by the Oompanyi,of the whole 
of the B. B. & 0. L Railway system -with efieot from let January 1906 undef a provisional 
agreement. The new final Contract -was executed on the 8 th Apifil 1807 and provides for the 
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'fforking by the i-ecoastituted Company of the B. B. & G. I. and R^jputina-Malwa Eailway 
system for a term of 25 years from^lst January 1906 eubjeot to the condition that if on the 
opening throughout of the Nagda-Muttra Railway the working of that line is entrusted to the 
Company, the Secretary of State shall be at liberty to resume the working sf the Ediput’l.na- 
Malwa liailway. ' 

On the’llth^ September 1906 an agreement was entered into for the working of the 
Jaipur State Railway from Sauganer to Sewai-Madhopur by the administration of the B. B. 
& 0. 1. Railway. « 

Orders have been issued by the Railway Board for the adoption on all railways in India of 
the typeiof communication between passenger and the guard and driver of a train, now in 
general use in England. The work of fitting the existing carriages of Companies' railways is, , 
with certain eseaptions, required to he completed within two years from the date of the brier.

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CHIPTEE V.-FIMNCIAL REVIEW. 




1. Financial Eeview, 1906-11907. , 


I, — Geneeai Bemaeks. 


Tn this review the receipts and the expenditure of the Civil Department in the Bombay 
presidency are compared fVith those of the preceding year. The figures for 1905-190B do not 
entirely agree with those shown in the Financial Eeview for that year owing to certain cor- 
rections having b«en made after submission of the review. The figures for 1906-1907->are 
similarly subject to alteration. 

' II. — Gross Eevenue. 

ft 

" The gross Imperial, Pro^noial and Local Eeceipts for the year 1906-1907 amounted to 
Es. 16,89,75,062, an increase of Es. 1,10,70,246. There were increases of Rs. 57,79,805, 
Es. 51,69,754 and-E^ 1,20,687 under the heads of Imperial, Provincial and Local Receipts, 
respectively.-, The ehie? variatiops in the Imperial and Provincial Departments are explained 
below. ^ 

^ (1) Imperial Civil Bevetiue. 

I. There wa 3 an increase of Ba. 29^69^552 due chiefly to improvement in the agricul- 
tijfal conditions of the Prosideaoy and CQnsec[uan.t considerable recoveries of suspended revenue. 

3. Tbere‘'wps a decline of Es. 2,54,677 due to the uncertain state of the China market. 

3. There was an increase of Rs. 6,19,562 due to the removals of salt in the closing months 
of the previous year having been restricted in expectation of a reduction of duty, and larger 
issues in the ye%r under report after reduction of the duty. 

4. "There was a decrease of Es, 1,09,214 owing to the reduction of stamp duty on Insur- 
ance Policies by Act V of 1906, and. to the absence of large items of probate duty, also to a 
decrease in the coaipositiou of stamp duty due to a decrease in the amount of debentures issued 
by the Port Trusts, Bombay and Kardcbi, the City Improvement Trust and the Bombay 
Municipality, 

5. The improvement of Es. 2,84,335 was mainly ^ue to the enhanoement of still head duty 
in curtain districts and an increase in consumption in consequence of a better season. The reduc- 
tion in the selling price of exoise opium also contributed to the increase. 

6. The increase of Rs. 10,44,743 was mainly owing to large imports of silver bars from 
the United Kingdom, improved receipts at Karachi under “ Petroleum " and “ Cotton Manu- 
factures ” and the abnormal exports of rice. 

7. JChere was an increase of Rs. 4,12,491 due to enhanced salaries and an increase in the 
number of employes in consequence of the improvement in trade, to the exceptionally prosperous 
condition of the mill industry and a general increase in the number of public securities. 

j„8. The decrease of Es. 31,255 was chiefly due to smallQi receipts in the Central Circle on 
account ol famine fodder. 

9. The decrease of Rs. 1,68,991 is attributable to the nou-receipt in full of the Police 
subsidy ftqpi Outch as the question of the recoveries has not yet been settled. 

10. There was an increase of Rs. 3,41,891 due mainly to larger recoveries of interest 

from the FTative States in Kathiawdr. ^ 

II. The large increase of Rs. 6,14,699 was due to the enhanced rupee coinage. 

l3 The increase of Rs. 48,163 was due to recoveries of Famine Relief expenditure and 
to recoveries having been made from the Bdrsi Light Railway on account of the cost of the 
earth-work on extensions transferred to it ; also to an mereased demand for telegraphic transfeis, 
recoveries of pilgrim charges incurred in past years and adjustment of capitalized outstanumgs 
of the Bombay Fort Trust Loans not bearing interest.

10. There was an increase of Rs. 3,325 doe chiefly to better Receipts from Ganeshkhind 
and Bassein gardens and better fee receipts at the Veterinary ColIegS, 

11. The decrease of Rs, 4,7®1 was mainly due to smaller reoeipts,from the Commissioned'

65,855 was due chiefly to payment of grain compensation to 
establishments in the Presidency Salt Department and a larger expenditure under salt purchase 
and freight, 

6. The decrease of Rs. 14,144 was due to smaller sales of general and court-fee stamps

11. There was an increase of Rs. 1,68,300 due chiefly to increased expenditure on tem-

12. The increase of Rs, 45,682 was due chiefly to payments of plague, grain and over- 
time allowances to establishments. 

13. The excess of Rs. 26,239 was due to the introduction of a revised scale of salaries 
sanctioned by the Government of India and to payments to officers of other provinces. 

14. The excess of Es. 23,324 was due to the grant of a higher personal allowance to the*" 
ex King Thebaw, while recoveries of contribution for establishment were lower than ii? the 
;pi'evious year. 

15. The decrease of Rs 7,-501 was in the salaries of the Principal, Veterinary College, and 
Supenntendent, Civil Veterinary Department, owing to acting arrangements in eon'sequence of 
leave vacancies. 

16. The decrease of Es. 72,483 was owing to the payment of arrears of Satara and Sind 
pensions having been included in the ju'evious year’s actuals.

1. The decrease of Es. 42,652 was mainly tmder stamp and excise refunds.

^alieuaijsd laud revenue due to revision surveys in certain Talnkas of the Bh^rwiir District and 
Upper Sind Frontier. 

d. ^ The increase of Es. 5,97,012 was mainly due to the proviucialization of the charges in 
.connection with the Sind Village Officers Cess Fund and partly to increases in salaries and 
establishment ehai'ges and payments of plague and grain compensation allowances. 

4, The deoreases of Es. 67,663 and Es. 14,144 under Forest and Stamps and the increases 
of Es. 8,407 anfl Es. ^169 under Assessed Taxes and Exoise are accounted for in the same way 
as the^ corresponding inweases and decreases under Imperial heads of expenditure.

5. J^he increase «f Ea. 19,263 was due to the mean balance on which interest was 
charged to provjiicial Government having been greater owing to larger advances due to nn- 
favonj'able agricultural conditions in the Deccan and the Kavnatak, and partly to the continued 
extension of the Tagai System. 

„ 6. The decrease of Es. 1,11,314 was mainly due to the absence of expenditure on account 
uf the Eoyal visit. * 

7. There was an increase of Es. 91,622 due to an increase in the number of appointments 
and in salaries and the reorganization of the Sind Sadar Court. 

8. The increase of Ks. 67,935 was due to higher prices of food-gralus and an increase in 
the Jail populatiSu and to greater activity in Jail industries, 

9. The increase of Es. 6,21,812 was chiefly due to (1) reorganization of the superior gi-ades 
of the poUea and ojjher police reforms, (2) increased expenditure conseq^uent on the discontinu- 
ance of clothing recoveries, (3) grain compensation allowances, and (4) allowances to village 
police in connection with Famine. 

10. There was an increase of Es. 4,543 due to the fees for overtime work received by 
the ,^hipping Master and his Deputy having passed through the accounts under the recent 
orders of Government.

from three sources — (1) Bardgra salt manufactured at the Pritchard Salt Works at Khdraghoda 
and Udu ; (2) sea-salt produced at works on the coast ; (3) sadt imported mainly from Portu- 
guese India, • , 

2. The quantity in stock at the beginning of the year was 2,570',186 maunds against 
3,770,193 at the beginning of the previous year. The produce daring the yuas amo'unted to 
2,362,073 maunds, making a total quantity in stock of 6,932,269 iliaunds. Tire removals 
during the year amounted to 2,509,732 maunds against 2,557,917 maunds iii-1905-1906. The 
issues to the Central Provinces increased by over 20,000 mqiunds. Those to the,. United 
Provinces and Central India decreased, the cause being the heavy removals of last year to these 
Provinces for the replenishment of depleted stocks. There is an increase all round in Jocal 
consumption, especially for Baroda, Kaira, Broach Bnd*Cambay, a satisfactory proof of the 
efficiency gained by tha new preventive arrangements. Loss and wastage timount to 322,535 
maunds against 189,762 maunds for last year. The greater part of the loss is due to the 
cyclone of July 1905 which washed away enormous quantities of the heaped salt. The total 
quantity in stock at the end of the year falls below the safe minimiyn, hence a large 
number of new pans are to be opened. The cost price was the same as last year ; i, f., Re, 0-2-3i» 
per Indian maund, 423 pans were worked during the year. There was a smaller average 
yield per pan, hut the quality was greatly improved. 1,200 Agrias wqj-e paid at the rate of 
Rs. 143 per head. 

3. The quantity of salt manufactured was 8,835,929 against 9,528,284 maunds last year. 

The decrease is due to the large stocks held at the beginning of the year and an outbreak of 
cholera in the Thdua and Uran ranges. Removals amounted to 8,271,117 maunds, an iporease 
of 275,700 maunds on the previous year. At Dhardsna the quantity manufactured wos 
343,114 maunds against 300,289 maunds for the last year. Removals amounted to 307,402 
maunds against 295,116 maunds in the previous year. The increase is accounted for by the 
prosperity in Gujardt and larger exports to Baroda. In other salt works the produce was 
8,492,815 maunds against 9,222,995. Issues decreased by 2| Idkhs maunds, Removals from 
salt works near Bombay for consumption within and without the Presidency show a.uet increase 
of 229,426 maunds. The Central Provinces took a supply increased by 128,968 maunds.

Improj^d agricultural prosperity attracted home many of those who had emigrated to other 
diskt^ during the preceding year of scarcity. The Karndtak Districts are not noted either for 
immigration or emigration, and save for the retai*n of a few wanderers whom famine had 
' di'iCen away in 1905-1906 there was practically no movement of any land. Eatnagiri as usual 
sent large numbers to Bombay, but the total number was less than usual owing to the fayoui-able 
season. The attractions of the manganese industry robbed Kanara of the usiml influx of ' 

Portuguese labourers from Goa. The horde of Marwari wanderers who infested Sind last year 
“were gog rid of during the year uuder report owing to the favourable harvest in RdjputAua, 
whjle a similar cause accounts for the return - of over 8,000 Katehi labourers to Katch and the 
, rampas-atively small amount of immigration from that district into Sind. 

2. The number of emigrants leaving Bombay under agreements made under the Indian Hovameut 
Emigration Act shows a large decrease from 256 to 52. Of these, SO were engaged for railway by soi, 
work in British Central Africa. One hundred and eighty-six former emigrants^ returned to

Almost all sections of the 
Press were united in their appreciation of His Excellency Lord Lamington^s administration, 
particularly with reference to His Excellency’s guidance of the Legislative Council, no le|S than 
to the famine and revenue policy with regard to remissions and suspensions, irrigation projects < 
and prison reform. The projected visit of His Majesty the Amir seems to have aroused little 
interest. The system of the new appointments to the Customs and ]??ib]ic Works Departments 
gave rise to unfavourable comments. The agitation against the Bengal partition seems to have 
cooled down considerably, but the Barisal affair roused fierce indignation in tbe Native Press 
which was, however, somewhat allayed by the resignation of Sir B. Puller. The Budget was 
received with fairly favourable comments though the Military ^policy of Government was 
impugned. The attitude towards Plague was of the non^possum^as type. Criticism of the 
edpeational policy of Government was much mffder than in form'er years. ' 

Of Legislative measures tbe Insolvency Bill, Presidency Banks Act*ijnendment Bill and 
Sind Courts Amendment Act were favonrably commented upon, but pretests were raised against 
the provisions of Bills to amend the Sind Encumbered Estates Act, and tl^ Mamlatflai’s’ Courts 
Act. The Hallways came in for their usual share of criticism, particularly the B, Bffe 0. L’s 
alleged indifference to third class passengers. Gratitude was expressed to GovtAment for their 
• sympathetic attitude to Munioipahties, esiiecially with reference to plague expenditure. *
